W/siiiNOToN, March 4.-— Qrever Olevo- 
land, of New York, President of the United 
States, WBBto-da/, for tKe sccaud term, in- 
ducted into that high oiCce with all appro- 
priate ceremony, and in presence of a 
greater multitude than on his first inaugura- 
tion. It was more impoeiiig both in the 
military and civic iliaplay. Ab Isast 40,000 
moo marched along tlio gre).t aveaue to and 
from tho Cnpitol. Tliu governors of Now 
Yorlc, New Jersey, Connecticut, Massachu- 
settp, Pennsylvaniu, Maryland, Georgia, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Louieinna 
and WiscoQsiu participated in the cere- 
monies. 

•THK Oa&ER OP PBOCEIlIMKilS 

was almost the same as that four years ago 
with tho action of the chief participants re- 
versed, and it dilFifred little irom the oere- 
mories of eight years at;o which brought 
Cleveland to Waafaiogton (Uaroh 2, 1885) 
for the first time in his public career. Pub 
lie and privato stands were erected along 
tho lino of. march fronn the Capitol to a 
point I>?yond the VS hite House; these had 
an catiniAltd seating oapaoiiy of 60,000, and 
every one of them whb crowded. Every 
foot of standing room along the route of the 
procession, fully ten miles iu length, was 
fully occupied. VViudowa commanding a 
view of the parade brought fabulous pricun, 
and advuntagooua scats on tho public stands 
commanded prices ranging from up. The 
main stand, from which Preaidcut Cleve- 
land reviewed tho parade, was erected im- 
mediately in front of tho White llouae, was 
150 feet long and very deep, and had com- 
fortable seating capacity lor 1,000 persons, 
,'>U0 more than the corresponding stand 
erected on the same silo for the inaugura- 
tion of Harrison. It was tastefully decora- 
ted. The central arch was6~ feet high and 
draped -in;' surmounted by

cn extreme left was the ooat-of-arms of 
New York (Cleveland's state) ; on the ex- 
treme right tho coat-of-arms of Illinois 
(Vico-President Stevenson's atate), and be- 
tween were displayed the armorial bearings 
of the original thlrtcon states, Above each 
of these insignia was a bnapcr bearing the 
r-.ams of the state. Cushioned seats were 
provided for tho President and his cabinet,' 
who surrounded him, and ohaira were pro- 
vided for the dipiomatlo corps, who were ar- 
ranged imxediately faebindhlm.- On either 
side were seats for Benatoia, reamban of tlie 
House of Repreaeatativei Bod specially in- 
vited guests. Tho nearest stand to that of 
I ho President was assigned to representa- 
tives of I lie press. It bad a seating capac- 
ity of tiOU, and the applications to tho press 
committee numliercd a little over 2,000. 
The vast treasury building was completely 
walled in with stands ; the principal one 
extended along tho entire front of the build- 
ing on Pennsylvania avenue, and had a 
capacity for seating several thousand peo- 
ple. This was an open stand and was in- 
tended to be occupied by the department 
employes and their families, but the posi- 
tion moat Bought after in conneotion with 
the treasury building was a stand on 15th 
street, which commanded

bf the avenue all the way to the oapitol. 
On all the little parks and publiu reser- 
vations on the line ol march, and on every 
other available point stands wore erected, 
the larucat of all extending tho entiro 
length of Lafayette t(|uare immediately in 
front of tho White House and tho Presi- 
dent's stand, and Heatiog 5,000 persons. 
Proliting by past experience iiud bearing in 
mind tho discomfort occasioned by the 
wretched weather of former years, nearly 
all tho stands were made both wind and 
weather proof, thus aQ'ording far mora 
pleasant ahoUer than licfore. 'i'hn finiohing 
touohca to tho decorations were nob com- 
pleted until almost the last moment, but 
they were effective, though not so various 
or artistic as those which New York dis- 
played on the occasion of tho Columbian 
celebration. The parade of to day was the 
greatest- in numbers, the most imposing in 
military and civic display of all inauguration 
P'lradej. Gon. Martin McMuhon, of New 
York, grand marshal, carried out in the 
organization of the procession tho same 
admirable Rietboda of asSienibUng hia forces 
which mads his arrangement of the Colum- 
"bian parade in New York city last October 
succiMBful. He was ably assisted by 
Adjb.-Gcn. CoL MoCorbin, IT.S.A. 

TIIK KSCORTING DIYISIOX 

was composed of artillery, cavalry and in- 
fantry of the regular army, drawn from tho 
garrisons of li'ortrcss Monroe, Fort Myor 
and Eort McHenry ; and the marines from 
tho Washington nuvy yard with the admir- 
ably drilled guards of the District of Col- 
umbia. The high school cadet regiment 
and other local organizations assembled iu 
the neighborhood of the White House, 
and the war, state and navy build- 
ings, and formed, in columns or 
sections of twelra each.

On the- extreme loft of 
the front rank of Bafcte;ry::Ti tnatohed 
bronzed and rugged- fettturid veteran who

as a people and our country's robust 
Btron gth have given rise to . heedlessness of 
the' lawfl 'f;oTernlng oar > national' health, 
which we o&n'no more evade than humanity 
can escape the laws - of i God and ^ natiire.. 
Manifestly nothing la . more .vital, bo. /cur 
supremacy as a nation and to the beneficent 
purpoaes of our government than a sound, 
stable currency. Its exposure to degrada- 
tion should at once arouse to aotlvity the 
moit enlightened statesmanship, and' the 
danger of depreciation in the purohssing 
power of wages paid to toil should furnish 
the strongesD incentive to prompt and con- 
servative precautions. In dealing with our 
present embarrassing situation as related 
to thin subject, we will bo wise if wo temper 
confidence and faith in our national 
trcngth and resources with tho frank con- 
CBSfiioQ that even these will not permit us 
to defy with impunity the inexorable laws 
of finance end trade. At the same time, in 
our < fforts to adjust dilTerences wc should 
be free from intolerance or passion, and our 
judgment should be unmoved hy alluring 
phrases and uuvoicd by selfish interests. 1 
am confident that such an approach to the 
suhjtot will result in prudent and effective 
remedial Icgialation. In tho meantime, so 
far BB the executive branch of tho Govern- 
ment can intervene, none of the powers 
with which it is invested will be withheld 
when their exercise is deemed necesaary to 
maintain our national credit or

Closely related to exaggerated confidence 
in the country's greatness, which tends to 
the disregard of the rules of national safety, 
another danger confronts us, not leas serious. 
I refer to tho prevalence ot a popular dispo- 
sition to expect from corporations or tho 
governments special and direct individual 
advantages. The verdict of our voters, 
which condemned the injustice of maintain- 
ing protection f<3r protection's sake, enjoins 
upoQ tho peoplti'j servants the duly of ex- 
posing and destroying the brood of kindred 
evils which are the wholesome progeny of 
patornaliem. This is the bano of republican 
institutions, and tho constant peril of our 
government by the people. It degrades to 
the purpose of wily craft the plan of rule 
our fathers established and bequeathed to 
us as an object of love and veneration. It 
perverts the patriotic sentiment of OUP 
countrymen, and tempts them to a pitiful 
calculation of the gain to be derived from 
their govoromeut's maintenance. It under- 
mines the self-Telianaa of our people and 
substitutes in its plaoe dependency on gov- 
ernmental favorites. It defiles the true 
spirit of Americanism and stultifies 
every ennobling] trait of American 
citizenship. Tho lessons of paternalism 

OlKllIT TO BE nitI.EARMKD, 

d tha hotter leifBoa tanght that while tho 

people should patriotically and ohoorfuUy 
support their government, its functions do 
not iucludo tho support of tho people. The 
appliance of tho principle loads to a refusal 
of bounties and subsidies which burden tho 
labor and thrift of a portion of our citizens 
to aid ill-advised or languishing entorpriaes 
in which they have no oonoern. It leads 
r.lao to u cliiillcnge of the wild and reckless 
pension expenditure which ovorloaps the 
bounds of grateful recognition of patriotic 
services, and prostitutes Co vicious uses the 
people's prompt and generous impulse to aid 
those disabled in thoir country's defence. 
Every thoughtful , American must roalizo 
tho importance of checking at its bo- 
giuuiug n tendency » in public or pri- 
vato station to regard frugality and 
economy as virtues which we may safely 
outgrow. Tho toleration of this idea re- 
Bulta in tho waste of tho paoplo's money by 
their chosen servants, and encourages prod- 
igality and extravagance in the homo life 
of our countrymen. Under our sohomo of 
government tho waste of public money is 
u crime ugainst tho citizen, and tho con- 
tempt of our people for economy and fru- 
gality in their personal nflaira deplorably 
Blips tho sturdineaa of our national char- 
Mutor. It is the plain dictate of honeaty and 
good government that public expenditures 
ohould be limited by the public nccfiaaity, 
and should ba measured by tho ruUs of 
Htrlct economy ; and it is fully as clear that 
frugality among tho people is the best guar 
anty ot a contented and strong support of 
free institutions, 

One mode of misappropriution of funds is 
avoided when appoiutmenlQ to oflices, iu 
stead of being , the rewards of partisan ao 
tivity, are awarded to tbosa whose efHoiency 
promises a. fair return of work for tho com- 
pensation paid them. To secure the fitness 



and competonoy of appointees to oflico and 
to remove from political action tho demor- 
alizing madness for spoils, civil service re- 
form iias found a place in our public policy 
and laws. The benefits already gained 
through this Inetruinentality, and the 
further usefulness it promises, entitle it to 
the hearty support abd encouragement of 
all who dosiro to see our public service well 
performed, or who hope for tho eleva- 
tion of political sentiment and the 
purification of political methods. The 
existence of an immense aggregation of 
kindred enterprises and oomblnstiona of 
business interests formed for the purpose of 
limiting prodaotion and flxing>pricoB is in- 
consistent with the fair field which ought to 
bo open to .every Independent activity. 
Legitimate strife iu.biiainesa should not be 
supported by an enforced oonoeasion . to the 
demands of combinations that have the 
power to destroy, nor should the people lose 
the benefits of tho oheapneaa which usually 
results from wholesome competition. These 
aggregations and comblDationo are frequently 
conspiracies against tho interests of tho 
people, and in all their phases

and opposed to our American sense 
of fairness. To the extent that thoy can 
be reached ami restrained by federal power, 
tho general government should relieve our 
citizens from- their interference and ex- 
actions.' Loyalty to tho principles upon 
which our government reals positively de- 
manda that tho equality before the law 
which is guaranteeci to every oitizon should 
be justly and in good faith conceded 
in all parts of the land. ' The enjoyment 
of this right follows tho' badge ' of oitizan- 
ship wherever, found, and; unimpaired . by 
race or color, it'', appeals 'for ' recognition 
to- Araericau 'manliness . and fairness. 
Our relations with - the , Indtata located 
within our borders itnpoa'a npon us responsi- 
bilities we cannot escape,' Humanity and 
consistency require us to treat them with 
forbearanco, and in our dealings with them, 
with honesty and coosideraie regard for 
their rights and interests, every effort 
should 1)3 made to lead them through tho 
paths of civilizition to self-supporting and 
independent cit'zanship. In tho meantime, 
as the nation's wards, thoy should be 
promptly defended and sheltered from any 
influence that retards their advancement, 
The people of the United States huve de- 
cided that on this day tha control of their 
Governmpnt iu its legislative and executive 
branches shall be given to u political party 
pledged in tho most positive terms to the 
aocompliahmenb of 

TABIFr. BEt'Oitiri .' 
They have thus determined in favor of a 
more just and equitable taxation. The gen- 
tlemen tliey have chosen to o<.rry out these 
purposes are bound by their promises, not 
less than by the command of their masters, 
to devote themselves unremittingly to this 
course. While there should ha no surrender 
of principle, our task must be undertaken, 
wisely ond without vindictiveness. Our 
mission is not punishment but the rectifica- 
tion of wrongs. Iu lifting burdens from 
the daily life of our people we reduce inor- 
dinate and unequal advantuges too long en- 
joyed. This is but an ordinary incident of 
our return to right and justice. If wo exact 
from unwilling minds acquiescence in the 
theory of an honest distribution of govern-

when we seek to reinstate the confidence 
and business' enterprise of our citizens by

THE FIRST SBITLEMBNT AT 
MUOTKA. 

To THE Editor :— Id examining the ar- 
chives of the Publlo'Record office in Lon- 
don for partiottlars regarding Capt. Gcurgo 
Vancouver, I found a letter which was ad- 
dressed to him in reference to the occupa- 
tion of Friendly Cove by Capt. Meares, a 
trader who, aa explained in tho letter re- 
ferred lO, which I have copied and send 
herewith, had bargained lor laud from the 
natives of Nootka and made improvements 
thereon. The Spatiiarda. hofore tho arrival 
of VaucouvLT in IT'.ii, luul, in iho ubienee 
of Capt. Meares, taken po.sscasinn of tlio 
land which had been transferred to him, 
and appear to havo been in league with the 
Uuitod States trader John Hundrick, who 
took sides with them and assisted them in 
their contention that Cupt. Meares had no 
claim nor had made any iiiiprovemenls. 
The letter from Robert DufUu carried great 
weight with it; ; as far as i can learn it haa 
not hitherto been published. It was used 
by C*pt. Vancouver as evidence before the 
Britisli admiralty aa proof poailivo by an 
eye wirness and ono of ll.o men who had 
been actually engaged in the woi k of making 
tho improvements denied by the Spaniards. 
As you havo already my former contribu- 
tion in reference to Cipt. Vancouver's ac- 
tion in recovering the i.orthweat oiaat of 
tho Pacific to Great Britain, you will obliije 
by inaerliug ttio letter referred to aa an 
historical document. V'ours, etc ,

(Letter from Archives, Record office, London ) 
To Cipt. Geo. Vancouver, oommander of 
His Britannic Majesty's ships Discovery 
and Chatham, now lying in Friendly Cove, 

King George's Sound : 

Sir: — Whereas difTerent reports have 
been propagated relative to what right Mr. 
Mearoa had for taking possession of tlie land 
in Frienrlly Cove, Nootka Sound, I Bhall 
here slate, with that cindor and veracity 
which has always influenced mo on aucn 
occasions, an impariinl account of Mr. 
Meares' proceedings in the above port. 
Toword the close tf 1787, a commercial 
expedition was uudertakeu by John Henry 
Cox, E-q , (t Co., merctiants, then reaiding 
at Macao, who accordingly fitted and 
equipped two ehips for the lur trade on the 
Northwest coast of America. The manage- 
ment of tho expedition waa repoaed in John 
Meares, I'>ti , aa commander-in-chief and 
solo conductor of the voyage, and who waa 
likewiae one of the merchant proprietors. 
These vessels were equipped under Portu- 
guese colors, with a view to mitigiite thn 
heavy port charges imposed on ship;, t f 
every nation, (the Portugueae only except- 
ed), which circumatanco U well known to 
all commercial gentlemen trading to that 
pari of the world. Under the circum- 
stauces, tho vessels were fii;tcd out in tho 
name and under the firm of John Carrola, 
Esquire, a Portuguese merchant, then re- 
siding at Macao. Ho had no property in 
them whatsoever — both thoir cargoes being 
entirely British property, and the vesaola 
navigated solely by subjects of His Britan- 
nia Majesty. On our arrival the first time 
in the above port in Nootka Sound, which 
was in May, 1788, the two chiefs, Maquilla 
and Calioum, were absent. Oo their retnm, 
which was either on the 17tb or 18th of the 
same month, Mr. Meares, aocompinied by 
myself and Robert Fanter, our second 
officer, went on shore and treated with the 
said chiefs for the whole of 
the land that forms Friendly 
Cove, in His Britannic Mnjeety's namo. 
Ho accordingly bought it from them for 
eight or ten aheeta of copper and several 
other trifling ortioles. 'I'ha natives we.-e 
fully aotiafied with thoir agreement. The 
chiefs and likewise tho people did homage 
to Mr. Mearea aa their sovereign, using 
thoao formalities that are peculiar to them- 
selvea and which Mearea has made mention 
in hia publication. The British II jg wan 
displayed on shore at the Bamo time, and 
those fornvilitiea were used as ia cuatomary 
on auch occasions, and not the Portugui'se 
Hag as has been insinu-.ted by aeveral people 
who were not present at tho time; conse- 
quently they adranced those aasertiooa 
without a foundation. Oa taking poaaea- 
sion of tho Cove in His Britannic Majesty's 
name aa before mentioned, Mr. Mearea 
caused a houso to bo erected on tho very 
spot where the "Chatham" tout is at pre- 
sent, it being the moat convenient pp it of 
the Covo for our intentions. Thu chif fa with 
their subjeota oll'ercd to quit the Cove 
entirely and reside at a place called Taapeea, 
and leave the place to onrtelvea as entire 
musters and owners of the ' whole cove and 
lands adjacent, oonapquuutly we wero not 
confined merely to that spot, but had full 
liberty to erect a house in any part of tho 
cove, but ohose the spot we did for the 
above mentioned reason. Mr, Meares ap- 
pointed Mr. Bobt. Funter to reside in the 
house, -which oonsiited of three ohambers 
for the officers and proper apartments for 
tho men— likewise a mess-room-^the said 
apartments being elevated about five feet 
from the ground, and. under these were 
apartments for keeping our stores in. On 
Mr. Meares' departure the house was left in 
good condition, and ho enjoined Maquilla to 
take care of it until his return or any of hia 
asaociatea on the coast again. It has been 
reported that on tho arrival of Don 
Juan Kstevan Mortimer in tho cove 
there waa not tho least veatigo of the houso 
remaining. However that may bo I cannot 
say, us I waa not at Nootka at tho time. 
On our return, in .Inly IT'*!), to tho said 
covo wo fouiul it occupied by the anbj. eta 
of His Catholic Majesty. There was like- 
wise Bomo people bulongiuL; to the ahip 
Columbiii, coiiiiiiHSidcd by Mr. John Kend- 
rick, u;ider the dig and prntuolion of the 
United States of America. They had their 
tents and out-houaes erected on tho samn 
spot whero our house formerly stood, but I 
saw no remains of our former - architecture. 
We found lying at^ anchor His Majesty's 



ships Princessa and San Cirloa ; likewise 
the ship Columbia and sloop Washington, 
and tho second day after our arrival in the 
Argonaut wn wero captured by Don Jose 
Kstovan Martinez. The Americana were 
Buffered to carry on their commerce with tho 
nativen unmolested. 

This ia tho beat information I can give 
you that might tend to elucidate the pro- 
priety of Mr. Mearea taking poaaeBsion of 
the village of Nootka and Friendly Covo. 

Should anyone whatever doubt tho truth 
of this protest, I am always ready to attest 
it laefore any court of juriadiction, or any 
person duly authorized to examine me. I 
have the honor to be, with tho greatest 
esteem, (Sgd) RouEiiT DuKriN. 

" That the above was the identical truth 
was sworn before mo this 21st September, 
1892. (Sgd) Georoe Vancouver." 



THE JUBILEE HOSPITAL.

If two thousand people aaved 
in thia way five cents (a very small sum) 
per diem for forty days, tho amount saved 
would be 84,000 ; if for throo hundred days, 
then 5,10,000, a auin nufliaient to pay off tho 
debt — and indeed do nmch to aupport tho 
hospital into tho bargain. Thia being a 
Chriatian country, tho aubacription list is 
very much to ita — diacredit.

Many could debar them- 
selves of a cigar, glaaa of grog oraonio other 
luxury per diem to tho benefit of them- 
aelveaand the charity as well now as here- 
after.

The Dominion Publishing Co., Vancouver, 
have issued a very fine map of the Province 
of British Columbia, drawn by L. Cass 
Woodman, C. K., Seattle. It is compiled 
from the latest Government surveys. Not 
alime doea tho map give a complete and dis- 
tinct outline of the Province, but .the vari- 
ous parliamentary districts arc defined, and 
differently colored.

APPARENT WONDERS. 

The French hypnotists and their subjects 
do many things that are to all appearance 
very wonderful. When one reads about the 
power of the hypnotiet over those he can 
Bubjeot to his inllueuce, he may almost be 
pardoned, for saying and believing that 
witchcraft has revived. If, for instance, 
the hypnotist ojn really transfer the sen- 
-sitiveness of the person be mesmerizes to a 
, waxen iinai;e— say a doll, or if he cm so 
'' -ohange a tnmbler of water that when it is 
disturbed in any way the hypnotized per- 
<aon feels the efTocta of the agitation in his 
■or her person, he should not be considered 
foolishly superstitious if he concluded that 
the operator exercised supernatural powers, 
and that ,'fae was\ in oommonioation with 
^gonoiea' thafi: '<tfe twtter oc worse than 
mortal,''' 

Bat these things Dr.Xnya and others pro- 
fess to do. He will take a waxen image, 
and after allowing it to remain in contact, 
for a certain time, with a person whom he 
tiua hypnotised, tho feeliog of the subject 
will in some mysterious way be transferred 
to the image. If, unknown to the person 
{operated upon, the imnge is pinched, ho 
rtrics out with pain, and if it is petted and 
. oareased ho exhibits signs of pleasure. In 

• the same way with tho tumbler of water : if 
■it ia stirred behind tlie buck of the subject, 

. Aud without his knowlodgo, he exhibits 
kT&gra of painful agitation and utters doleful 
'. oomplttintB as if he were seriously hurt. 

This Bounds like great nonsense, but tho ex- 
' /periments are tried by men of position, in- 

tulligcuce and character, and in the name of 

• science. There ia no apparent deception, 
everything seems to be done in perfect good 
faith both on the part of the operator' and 

':tho person operated upon. 

Mr. Ernest Hart, a shrewd and verj' in- 
tolllgont Englishman, went to Paris for the 
^ expcesB purpose of investigating these pho- 
^nomena. He was received in the moat 
friendly manner by Dr. Luys and otlier 
eminent hypnotists and all the different phe- 
nomena were produced at tho seaticts for his 
edification. Mr. Hort does not appeae to 
(have been very deeply impressed with what 
'ha saw. He evidently had his doubts as to 
.the good faith of the subjects. He seems to 
'think that they practised deception, both 

• conscious and uncooacioua. He, though not 
a hypnotist, undertook to test tho reality 
of the phenomena and the honesty of tho 
.aubjects ot the same time. His cxpori- 
iiuents were very interesting; and very in- 
■genious. When, for instance, he went to 
try tho image experiment he provided 
himself with two dolls dressed ex- 
actly alike. He, at tho proper lin-.a, 
Bubulituted the ono that hud not been in 
contact with the subject for the one that 
had, and she, none the wiser, went through 
the performance with the nnmairnetized 
doll, while the one to which she had pro- 
tended to have transferred hor sonsitiveneas 
was lying undisturbed in his coat pocket. 
Ho changed tho water in a similar way. He 
also produced wonderful offeots with ma- 
t irials altogether dUTerent from those that 



the subject thought she was usinpr, He 
fooled thesQ subjects to the top of their 
bent, and derived both amusement and in- 
struction from the process. It seems pretty 
clear that some, at least, of these subjects 
who perform such apparent wonders make a 
trade of their supposed susceptibility to 
hypnotic influences. Mr. Hart, indeed, re- 
produoea^ some of their circulars, which 
show yery dearly that their trade is no 
more Bttpernatural than that of the juggler 
or tho ballet danoer. 



THE FALL OF A COMBINE, 

Some months ago there was a great deal 
of tulk about a formidable coal combination 
that had been established in tho United 
States. This combination was wonderfully 
strong, it was said, and under the most 
skilful management. It could control the 
coal trade for an indcQnito timo to come. 
Tho coal magnates could tlx prices and 
could regulate consumption. The whole 
country, as far as coal was concerned, was 
completely at their mercy. 

This combination waa not, properly speak- 
ing, a coal combination at all. It was an 
alliance of railroad speculators who aimed 
to secure the command of' the means of the 
transportation of ooul and in that way get 
tho whip hand both of the miners and the 
conaumors of coal, 

Tho combine went to work on a large 
scalo and endeavored to get control of all 
tho railways that were oonneoted either di- 
rectly or indirectly with the Pennsylvania 
coal mines. Tho Pennsylvania & Reading 
railroad undertook this stupendous enter- 
prise. A very largo amount of capital, 
great skill and any amount of pluck wcio 
required to carry it out EucooBafully. 

Tho coiiibine went to work aa if it had at 
its back the treasury of tho United States. 
It cnoroaobed on tho territory of other rail- 
roads and set at defiance the railro id princes 
of the East — Messrs, Vunderbilt, Drexel & 
Co., Morgan & Co., and allied bunking in- 
terests. But tho Reading combination dis- 
regarded all opposition, and tho volume of 
its spcijulations in shares and bonds ia dr.- 
Boribed aa " stupendous and unprece- 
dented." 

But it was not long before the iniluenco 
of the powerful enemies it had raised 
up for itself began to be felt. The 
combination, notwithstanding tho great- 
ness of its transactions, was never 
financially strong, and after a time the 
soundness of the seoaritiea which it had 
givnn for loans began to be questioned, and 
tho nervous capitalists and bankers who 
had advanced it money commenced to call 
upon it to take up its securities and return 
Dhe cash. The prico of Reading stock be- 
gan to go down and tho ooinbinA was Boro 
put to to keep up its credit. Of course, 
the strong concerns which the Reading 
combine bad antagonized kept on increasing 
the pressure by ways well known to rail- 
road men and dealers in stocks. When 
once tho work of deterioration comuionced 
it went on with eonstantly increasing speed 
until, about' the last week in February, the 
combine ttadttTBuooumbond to take refuge 
behind the protection of a United States 
court. The affairs of tho combine were 
put in liquidation and a receiver was ap- 
pointed, and thus the great Reading com- 
bination, of which so much was expected 
and hoped and which so many hated and 
feared, oame to an liDgtorious- end.. The- 
history of this combine ia edifying, as it 
shows that, after all, syndioates and rings 
and combines are not so sure to succeed as- 
was once supposed. 

AN AUDAOIOUS SCEPTIC: 

Tho Rook of Gibraltar has become pro- 
verbial in tho English language as expres- 
sive of strength, stability and impregnabil- 
ity. It goes without saying that anything 

which is us solid as tho Rock ofr Gibraltar 
cannot bo moved by any power or cannot bo 
taken by any force. It is a possession, too, 
of which tho British nation ia proud and 
ou which it sets a very high value. What,, 
then, are we to think of a man who sends a 
paper to one of the 'great reviews hebdod 
" Tho Uselessness of Gibraltar " ? Gibraltiir 
u^elcas ! Tho man who iilHrma that it ia 
uaclesa to Great Britain iiiurft bo a candi- 
date for a lunatic asylum, aail tlie periodical 
whioh gives publicity to buoh an utipatriolic 
statement must surely be an enemy to tho 
British Empire ! Well, the- man who de- 
clares that Gibralli.r is useless an J under- 
takes to prove its usolessuoss- ia \V. Laird 
Clowes, and the publication in which his 
bingular article appears ia The Fortnightly 
Review. 

Mr. Glowea holds that Gibraltar is use- 
less because the whole of its harbor is ex- 
posed to tho fire of tho .Spanish bittiu ies 
which call bo made to lino tho aliores of tho 
Bay. In old times Britiah vesiiola could lie 
in tho harbor of Gibraltar with perfect 
safety because it waa out of the range of tho 
Spanish guns. But now there is not a 
square yard qf the flurtace of the Bay that 
ia not commanded by the Spanish batteries. 
Mr. Clowes says : 

A range of li.OOO yards was an extreme 
ono for tho guns and mortars of the lust 
century; a range of 12,000 yards ia com- 
paratively litllo for tho heavier Runs of to- 
day. In the jubilee ytar a I) Li inch wire 
gun fired at Shoeburyneaa ut an angle 
of 40 degress elevation, threw a 380

pound projectile to a distance of 21,000 
yards, or nearly twelve statute miles; and 
were a similar experiment to be 'made to- 
day with a modern powder, an even more 
startling result would probably be secured. 
Now there is no part of the . bpanisb coast 
lino of that Bay \^hioli ,i;i8; 12,000 
yards, nob merely from' the' anchorage, 
but from the heart of ^the rock 
itself ; and that coast line is upwards of 
twelve miles long. In the event of hostili- 
ties with Great Britain, it might be, and 
doubtless would be, lined with batteries. 
There arc already a number of guns in posi- 
,tion along it. Recollecting that behind 
those batteries would bo all the resources of 
Spain, and that behind Gibraltar would bo 
only such resources as Gibraltar itself, or 
our fleet could furnish, wo have to consider 
tho question : Would Gibraltar so attacked 
be ot .the slightest use as a naval base ! 

The writer holds that it would not. Ships 
could not rcfib there. It could not be made 
a coaling station. Tho garrison itself could 
not be victualled if tho Spanish opposed tho 
entrance of tho relieving ships. " With 
these guns duly protected or con- 
cealed, and with the assistance of 
position finders," the reviewer says, 
" the Spanish artillerists ought to be 
able, in ton minutes, to sink anything that 
is visible on Gibraltar Bay ; and if they 
used smokolcsa powder thoy would not bo 
obliged to betray their whereabouts to the 
people of the Book." 

Under such circumstances as these it is 
indeed difficult to see what use Gibraltar is 
to Great Britain. If it cannot be made a 
port of rendezvous for its ships, if neither 
merchant ships nor war ships are siifo under 
tho shelter of the guns of tho Rock, it is 
hard to see what benefit Oreat Britain oonld 
derive from it in a war in whioh Spain took 
the side of ths enemy. 

Mr. ClowesbelievesthatitwouIdbetoGreat 
Britain's udvuntage to exchange Gibraltar 
with Spain tor land and a hnrbor on the 
opposite side of the Strait. Ceuta, upon 
the coast of Morocco, ho bcliovea would 
make what Gibraltar can never become 
again to Great Britain— a first-olasB naval 
baae. It has many advantages whioh 
Gibraltar dooa not posaeaa, and its situation 
as a niivul station ia ij lito as favorable aa 
that ot Gilirultur. It will socn bo ItiioH n 
if Mr. Clowes ia right in contending that 
tho usefulness of Gibraltar has departed — 
that it is for the purposes for whioh it was 
used in former warp, obsolete. If the re- 
viewer is wrong, there aro authorities; both 
naval and military, who will hasten to 
show where and how be is mistaken.

The cook now called to diir.iL'r, but whik 
wo were yet .staring and T.'ondering Cup- 
tain Ltscas appeared andvoared out at the 
toj) of his voice : 

"■Lay aft, the crewl Every man in 
the <bark, lay aft I" 

TS.0 had a double barreled fowling ])ioco 
in hia Imnda, and 'v.-hile his face was aa 
jicle aa death liia eyes had tho shine and 
the glint of a wild boHBt'a. Some of tlie 
:nen hung back a bit, whiaperiiig to each 
otlier that the skipper was craxy, but 
presently all of us had gathered around 
liim. I took notice that both mates seem- 
ed to bo badly upset, and that Mr. Wat- 
son did not look tho captain in tho face. 

" Moil," began the akippor as wo wait- 
ed for him to speak, " you have all con- 
spired to deceive mo. My observation 
just now proves that tho bark is GOO miles 
to tho north of her true course. There 
ia a conspiracy here to murder me and 
run away with tho craft, but I have dis- 
covered it in time to defeat it. My mates 
aro more guilty than the rest of you, and 
they must leave the ship. Put a breaker 
of water and a bag of biscuits in the star- 
board (juartor boat and lower her away." 

Wo stood for a moment like men turn- 
ed to stone, each wondering if his ears 
deceived hini. The captain looked from 
man to man and then cocked the gun and 
lifted it to his face and said :

and <by the Inme I was alongside the barl 
I found myself conaidorably up.iot. 1 waa 

in that .state of mind where a word would 
turn me either way.

"'Slow, my lad, if you have signed 
artioles for this voyage, jjump down and

Ho spoke gruffly, but there was a kind- 
ly ring in his tone, and 1 was soon at 
work with the rest. H*d ho blustered at 
mo I should have made off, for I had re- 
ceived DO advance and was not indebted 
to the "boarding house man for a single 
meal. 'We soon had tho bark out of dock 
niid a tug hold of her, and it waa not un- 
til alter wo had had onr aujiper that I 
saw tho capthiii or recalled what tho old 
woman had said. The chief ollicor, whose 
a;ame was Mr. Watson, was evidently a 
thorouchgoing man, but not a tyrant, 
while the second mate wont about his 
work in a quiet way and showed no dis- 
position to bully anybody.

Tho old woman had correctly de- 
scribed hia personal appearance. He 
stoodifully 6 feet in hia atookiiiga, weigh- 
ed dbout 200 pounds and had the appear-' 
ance of beine; a Samson in strength. 
You'd- look for a deep voice and a sort of 
heartiness about such a man, but Captain 
Luces had neither. As I watched him 
pacing the cjuarter dock while he smoked 
his cigar, his stej) reminded mo of the 
movuiiieiit of a wild animal.

There ire four 
men aboard sliip whom .lack Tar aizea up 
in rotiitioii. Tlie captain cornea tinst of 
C(jurse. The other three take tlieir cuci 
from him. If ho is a bully, both mates 
will curse and drive in order to curry 
favor. The cook will not only be arro- 
gant and iinjiertinent, but skimp the men 
in order to siive btores and score a point 
for himuelf. The captain's steward plays 
no part, as hia dutiea do not bring him in 
contact with the men, and all aailora look 
upon him with great conteJiijit. l!y the 
time we were off soundings we liaa made 
up our raiiMls <that the Storm King was a 
voTj proper «raft, but it was also i>laiii 
that tho mates.did not oxactlyknow wliat 
to make of tho aiptain. Ho may have 
been coiiimuuicalive at iiieaUiine, bui he 
entirely ignored them while on (k-clv. 
Vou woukhrt have bi'lieved him a sailor 
at all but for the way he kept hia feet. 
Ho showed no iiitovest in thingH going on 
around him, but as long as hu was on 
deck he walked to and fro, like a tigor 
-out for exercise, nnd .seemed to bo wholly 
wrapped up in his ov,-n thoughts. Every 
.man who had the wheel when the>':aptaiii 
waa on deck came forward to declare that 
it gave him the shivers to have him o<ime 



Wo had been out 11 days and ha<l log- 
ged, off a fair run most of the time when 
it fall a dead calm. The last of the breeze 
left ua at about 8 o'clock in tho morning. 
The wo;i(,lier was very hot and tlio tky 
withoui -i cloud, and .'iljout ]0 o'clock, .'is 
tilt' bark was rolling heavily on a gr^ lui,!

On board every sjiiling .ship both 
captain and mate tako the noon observa- 
tion at the .came time, and both work it 
out afterward. The two are then com- 
pared. Tho ouly thing wo had seen Ca[)- 
tain Lnciis jnit iiis hand to was Ui lake 
this ob.servation. At noon (if thin day 
both men " shot the .sun," as usual, and 
retired to the cabin. Some of the watch 
oli'duty were beluiv and asleep, while 
others were on deck washing their clothes. 
The watch on deck had knocked off work 
and wore waiting for dinner when Mr. 
Watsnn emerged from tlie cabin with a 
wild, aciirod look on his face and came 



Now tho entire crew moved aa one 
mm;. You couldn't fail to understand 
that the captain was out of hia head and 
ready to do some terrible thing. We 
w-ero not over 10 niiii'.ites getting the boat 
into tho water, and as wo worked away I 
think every man hoped to go in her. 
Four or five of us were slipping over tho 
rail when the skipper shouted-: 

"Back with you, there! Now, Mr. 
Watson, you and Mr. Hope got into the 
Ixiat !" 

Had there been any show for it wo 
should have made the captain prisoner, ns 
it was clear to every man that ho had lost 
his mind, but ho was on his guard and 
would have fired into usat the first move. 
•The mates smartly obeyed tho order, and 
oacli taking an oar they pulled right away 
until out of gunshot. The captain lost 
much of his ferocity aa they rowed away, 
and after a bit ho lowered the hammers 
of his gun, smiled to the right and left of 
him and very quietly aaid : 

'* Go forward and get your dinners, and 
the watch be|ow vi^ill turn in. 1 will se- 
lect new mates later on." 

He entered his cabin, and 15 minutes 
later tho steward told ua he waa sound 
asleep. Aa aoon aa wo learned thia we 
began to aignal to the matea to return. 
The becalmed bark waa going all around 
the compass as she rolled, and the boat 
approached her from tho bows. She waa 
within half pistol shot when Captain Lu- 
cas suddenly appeared among us holding 
a revolver in his hand. He had doubtless 
feigned sleep in hopes to trap us. Aa 
aoon aa the matea caught sight of him 
they aheered off and rowed with all their 
might, but they Iwid como too near. He 
lifted his pistol, held hia arm as rigid as a 
bar of iron for 10 seconds, and the bullet 
he sent struck Mr. Hope at tho comer of 
tho left eye and tumbled him over dead. 
Mr. Watson at once threw himself flat 
down, and though the -captain fired at 
him five times ho wos not hit. When he 
had lired his last bullet, the madman 
strode aft, disapiioared for a moment, 
and when we caught sight of him again 
he had the fowlii.g piece in hiagrasp. He 
shouted to us to lay aft, and when we had 
gathered as before he said : 

" Men, I am sorry you have been led 
into this thing, but .1 cannot pass over 
such conduct. I h.ave the leg.al riLdit to 
shoot every one of you, but I sli.-dl not 
enforce it. Vou must all leave the bark, 
however. tie; the longboat oil the 
chocks !" 

To clear away tho heavy longboat and 
got her over the eide is a good bit of work 
with an officer to direct, and you can un- 
derstand what a mesa we made of it with 
nobody to give orders and tho crazy caji- 
tain walking to and fro with a gun in hia 
hands, it took uo two full lioura, and we 
were for piling into her and shoving off 
at once when the skipper cjilled : 

"Belay, there ! .I'm not going to send 
you adrift ir) perish of hunger and thirst. 
I'rovisiciU the boat." 

We g(jt two breakers of fresh water, a 
lot of biscuit, a big lump of salt lior.se 
and some raw potatoes. J3y order of the 
cRptain the atewajd brought us some ciiii- 
iiud fruits from tlie cabin stores, a spare 
compass and a lantern. Just as we were 
ready to shove off he brought us a gallon 
of rum and two ])ounds of tobacco and 
said : 

"When you reach Liverpool, 1 want 
you to tell llie truth about this all'air. 
Voor C'lurae is due south." 

lie leaned over tho rail and watched 
us as we rowed away. The quarter boat 
had drifted away about half a mile, and 
we headed directly for it. Mr. Watson 
w:i3s'ill lying concealed, tluiugh he had 
t.-ikeii a .sly peep now and then and in- 
formi-d himself of what was going on. 
The l)ody of Mr. Hope was already grow- 
ing cold. Undev tho oircumstances every 
man was for getting rid of it at once, and 
it was lifted over tho rail without much 
ceremony or loss of time. Mr. Watson 
thiui ei:]il. lined that he had suapected thi:> 
cajitain's uns' undjiesa ot mind ever aini'e 
the day of sailing, and that our pl.-in 
would he to get liack <in board, overcome 
him and tako the bark back to Liverpool 
But how to got aboard was the great 
question. The captain was no longer to 
be seen, but wo did not doubt that he 
would be on tho alert, and it wis a sure 
thing that he would kill three (jr four 
mull if he lired into us with the double 



tance was so great however, that no one 

was seriously hurt. We were cumpollod 
to row away and evolvo aouio other plan. 
No one had a thought of deserting tho 
bark and her mad skipper. 

At midiiiglit we got a breeze from the 
north, and tho bark irove otf with lior 
broadaido to it. At daylight tho wind 
shifted to the northeast and blew harder, 
but all wo could do was to follow after 
tho craft. At noon a brig out of St. 
.Tolin's caino up with us, and wo boarded 
her and told our story. Her captain de- 
clined to take any risks, tho nioro especi- 
ally as Captain Lucas could now bo seen 
walking the ([uartor deck of tho bark. 
Vou will Iind it on record at Lloyd's that 
we followed the Storm King for six nights 
and live days, during which time she 
drifted almost down to the Azores. Wo 
encountered and ap,'^ jaled to fivo difforoiit 
vessels, but got no helj) fioni any of them. 
Toward night of the fifth day, not having 
seen anything of Captain Lucas for 2-1 
hours, we nerved ourselves up and board- 
ed the bark. After tho whole lot of ua 
were on her dock four men skulked aft to 
surprise and bind tho captain, but ho wna 
nowhere to bo found. We searched high 
and low before we gave up, hut were 
forced at last to realize that he had ended 
his life by jumping overboard It was 
prob,-ibly a deliberate thing with him, aa 
he had lirat undreased and carefully fold- 
ed all hia gariiiontB, and the diahea ho 
had eaten from had been washed and re- 
turned to tho pantry. We ran the bark 
to the Azores to wait for instructions, 
and there every man deserted her aa soon 
as lior anchor was down.

We had sighted the Clieyonno village 
just before sundown, and ore tho night 
became too dark the whole company had 
moved up to within half a mile of it, so 
as to bo ready for an attack when tho 
moon rose.

Ttii: Nkw Mesmerism. — Hypnotism is 
a now name for old phenomena, being 

practically identical with what was called 
iiiBsmoriain a few years ago. It is prac- 
tised in nearly all countries by n few 
medical men, and now claims at least 
four monthly papers — two in Paris, ono 
in Berlin, and ono in Florenc*}. Writing 
on tho " now mesmerism," a correspon- 
dent of the London Times states that 
there are among hypnotists four distinct 
schools of practice and thought. The 
first embraces thoso hypnotists who 
have satisfied themaolvos of tho reality of 
tho phenomena, but who decline to prac- 
tiro hypnotism therapeutically because 
tliuy buliovu it will do more harm than 
good. Tho distinguished Charcot, to 
whom tho sciontitic study of tho subject 
ia chiefly due, belongs to this school. Ho 
believes that the hypnotic condition de- 
pends upon a disordered brain, and that 
its employment is only rarely juatiliablo, 
as, for instance, to dispel tho mania of a 
hysterical pntient. Tho next may bo 
called tho retrograde school, whoso head- 
quartcra aro at the Chanty Hospital in 
Paris. It uses every variety of hypnotic 
procedure for a groat variety of disorders, 
but tends to revert to tho magnetic prac- 
ticoB, theories and mysteries of Meanior's 
day. The third school includes nil tho 
hypnotic prnctitioiiors who beliovo sleeii 
and HuggcHtioii to bo an important treat- 
iiiont for a number of nervous disorders. 
Tho fourth school seeks to develop tho 
mental side of tho problem, and to crowd 
out tho hypnotism in favor of a natural 
acti<in of a healthy or superior iniiid on a 
morbid or inferior one. This, however, 
is not hypnotism. The reality of a hyp- 
notic condition is uo longer a matter of 
doubt, but .101110 phenomena claimed for 
that atato mny be quoationed. The Char- 
ity Hoapital haa reported wonderful re- 
sults from tho transfer of disease from 
one person to another, from the touching 
of sealed tubes containing drugs, and 
from the influence of magnets on sensi- 
tive pntiouta. Tho responsible position 
of Dr. Luys haa given much weight to 
these c.X])erimeiit8. Careful ciitica have 
now ])roveii, however, that the testa np 
plied by Dr. Luya have been very imper- 
fect, and that ho haa, at least in many 
instances, fallen a victim to trickery by 
his patients. 

Am AVD O.XTOK.v AS Liyuiim. — Liquid 
o.icygeti boils at 2'Jt)° below zero F.ilir. 
yet I'rof. Dowar, speaking at the Royal 
Iiutitution the other day, astonished hia 
audience by o.'fhibiting a little bulb of 
this substance in the heated hall through 
out the lecture with an evaporation of 
only one -fifth. This important result of 
preserving liquofiod gases for examina- 
tion ab loiauru was ncconiplished, after 
unsuccessful trials of ordinary non-con- 
ducting devices, by surrounding the ves- 
sel containing the liquid with a very high 
vacuum, the influx of heat from the air 
being reduced by this means to ono- 
seventh. Liquid air was also shown, and 
manipulated like water. In color the 
liquid air ia a much less deep bltio than 
the liquid oxygen, it is not so strongly 
niagiielic, nnd in tho apectroacojie it ap- 
pears aiiii])ly na diluted oxygon. The 
nitrogen and oxygon of tho air liquefy as 
.1 whole, but on evaporation the nitrogen 
distills off first. 

A Pi'iKSTrPK' Kktti.k. — A new Oor- 
niaii invention for boiling and diatilliiig 
is likely to prove of importance for many 
purposes. It provides a boiling vessel 
which does not ronie in contact with tho 
lire, and in which may bo boiled, molted 
or distilled explosive, combustible and 
other substances which require heating to 
a temperature that must not bo exceeded 
and ia above that of the ordinary atcani 
hath. .Strong pipes are cast into tho 
walla III the vessel. Theae are connected 
to pijies heated in a suitable stove or fur 
iiaco, which may be placed at a safe dis 
tiince away, and hot water under press tiro 
ia thus caused to circulate around the 
vessel. Tho pipes may be made to boar 
a pressure of 300 atmoaplieres, and tho 
confined water may bo readily given any 
desired temperature up to 700 Fahr., or 
more. 

The remarkable observation has been 
made that the most civilized of ancient 
races lived in dry districts. Prof. Hil- 

giird attributes' thia to tho fact that neces- 
aary mineral plant-food ia much more 
abundant in dry soil than in wot. In dry 
regions simple irrigation yields a bounti- 
ful harvest, while moist soil is quickly 
oxhiiuated. 

Tho siiiiko laboratory at Calcutta will 
80(111 be in working order. Tho proper- 
ties of snake pi)i.soii will be investigated, 
and BO crdled cure! will be tested under 
acientilic conditions. 

Photography picks up minor planets at 
an astonishing rate, tho Paris Academy 
having received a list of eight that were 
discovered in four weeks by this method.

193) " Tho lost of roasomvbleness," as 
observed by Lord Halabury in tliu first 
case: " is right, in order to understand 
whether the jury have really done their 
duty" ; and- Euch a test necessarily im- 
plies a review of tho evidence. 

Upon tho issue of insanity, fifteen wit- 
nesses, including four medical practition- 
ers, woro examined for tho plaintilf. It 
was proved that on the Ist of Juno, ISS-t, 
he had been kicked on the face by ono of 
his horses, and bo severely that wlien ex- 
amined shortly afterwards, at tho St. 
Joseph's Hospital where he was, by Dra. 
Hehncken and Davio, it was found tliat 
Ilia upi>or jaw and teeth had been broken 
away and his brain injured, and that "ho 
was," to uao Dr. Davie's words, " abso- 
lutely insanv, as insane as a person could 
be," and continued to be so *' for several 
weeks" while under his care ; and that 
when ho left tho hospital, he did so in 
charge of a keeper. Dr. Davio also stated 
that lie had seen him, profcsaiimiiUy, on 
■ three or four later occasions in relation 
to the injury, and had recently mcL him 
several times in a casual way, and that 
from what he had observed. Harper had 
improved hut slightly, and was still in- 
sane. Dr. Helnicken expressed a simi 
lar oplriiwi. ISesides attending Harper 
when injured, lie, had mot and spoken^ to 
him many times since, and had, about live 
months before tho trial examined him fur 
several days off and on, with 
view of BBOortaining his coni])eteiico, 
and that he had concluded that lie 
was " still insane." He further told the 
jury that a lucid interval could not have 
occurred, as recovery could not bo sud- 
don, but would bo slow and gradual. Dr. 
Haiiington said that Jlarper had con- 
sulted him ill 1886 and 1887," say, about 
forty or fifLy times," and that from Jan 
uary, 1888, he had been a regular pa- 
tient. Having known Harper well be- 
fore his injury, he found, as he expressed 
at, that " he was absolutely a lunatic.'' 
Ho instr. need changes in conduct, habit 
and appearance that tended to show that 
Harjior was a wreck of his former self. 
The next witneas, Dr. McLean, at one 
timo examiner of lunacy oases for the 
state of Nevada, had known Harper at 
Yale, in 1881, as a patient. ' In 1886, he 
was again consulted by him. Ho saw that 
his patient's mind was defective, that he 
oipecially " lacked iiiomory," spoi 
colksrently, "and," as he, put it, "'was 
insane"; and, frosi liaving seen him 
few months before the trial, tint " h 
wasjiot much bettor." Dra. Ho niokon 
aodiDavie, by the way, had known Harper 
before his nccidont, and had observed tho 
changes referred t) by tho lant two wit 
nesscs. 

Tho o'-'iilence of tl;e other eleven wit- 
nesses may bu thus suiumari/'.ed : all of 
thom had known Marper for some years 
before his accident ; all of them, exceiit 
one, had been in his oniploynient before 
and after tho accident, and eoiiie both be- 
fore iuid after ; all of them found him 
greatly impaired, mentally and phjsic 
ally, after the accident. Nuuiorous in- 
stances were t;iven as iitdicating that be 
fore tbo accident ho waa oKrewd and reti 
cent itr. busineas, poa.seasedof agtjod iiicm 
cry, cleanly, temperate, careful of his 
personaJ appearance, and guarded in liia 
languagbj and that after it, ho hud lost 
his memory^ become intomperato, reck- 
less in business, garrulous, coarse in his 
Iniiguagci and uiicleiuily in his habits 
that he occaiiiuuallj' gave silly, imprac- 
ticable or eitravagaiit orders to his em- 
ployes wiio, in aomo instances, were dis- 
charf,'cd for disobeying them, .as tlioy 
xii'htly did, in his interests ; that he Buf- 
fored from a delusion that ho would 
shortly get millioiis in gold from a mine 
that he owned on Horsefly stream, and 
from which hu had loceivod no returns 
for §18,000, lie Jiad iiuprovideutly spent 
'upon it; that, on oiio occaeioii, ho li.'id, 
V'ithout coiLSulting the foreuian of the 
mine, sent him lifty-fivo laborers who had 
to bo discharged on their arrival na they 
were not wanted, nnd that ho had also 
ordLM-ed a horse and cart, and bales <if 
sacks to bu telegraplied for, for the pur- 
pose of couvoying from tho imiio a part of 



the anticii^ated millions, although it gave 
at the timo no indication of any returns ; 
that his borrowing proclivities were so 
ruir.oua and uncontrollable that Mi. 
Ritliet, ono of tho witnesses, who had, as 
a friend, undertaken to manage the linan- 
cial part of his business, had to throw it 
u]) ; and that, in respect of the lease- 
hold in which he and the defendant woro 
interested, and which has bean at tlie 
bottom of tliis litigation, ho would " not 
take a million for it," or "sell at any 
price," — much less listen to a suggested 
sale of it for S2oOjOOO, althougli ho was 
then very deeply involved and had lu t 
uieaiis enough to oommenoe work upon 
it, and thereby save it from impending 
forfeiture. This last piece of evidence 
was, by the way, given by the defendant 
hiraaolf. 

For the ilefence, there were live wit- 
nesses, two of whimi were medical gentle- 
uien who had been watching the case in 
c(nirl as experts. (On this latter class of 
evidence, see the strictures of Lord Kl- 
don in McAdani v. Walker, 1 Dow. 170.) 
Koither of the medical witnesses had 
over attended Harper. In fact, ono of 
them had known him but slightly, the 
other not at all. Dr. Matthews consid- 
ered that llar[ier'ac()iulitioi;,a3 descrilied 
by his witneases, might bo due to feviu' 
or delirium, re.sultiiig from his injury ; 
that the changes in habits and physiiiue 
were not .Hym])tonia of insanity ; that his 
business letters read, in court, were evi- 
dence of a person that knew what ho was 
nbout and desired to make money ; that 
bis alleged reckless speculations, and his 
extravagant hopes as to his mines were 
not uncoimnon with the aane ; and that 
from all that lie had heard lie would have 
treated and dealt with Harper as a aane 
person. Dr. Hasoll considered that tho 
plaiutifTs medical witnesaes had merely 
given opinions, without stating symptoms; 
and that there was nothing, therefore, in 
their evidence— and ho found nothing in 
the statements of the other witnesses— 
which would justify him in thinking tliat 
Harper was not sane. On crosa-oxamin 
ation, lie stated that from his knowledge of 
Drs. Hehncken, Davio and Uanington, 
ho believed that their opinions would bo 
correct. Mr. Vomon, the next witness, 
had known Harper before his injury; and I 
in a business interview which they had 
about a year aftor it. Harper appeared to 
him to be as comiietent as ever. i\lr. 
Van Volkoiiburgli gave an instance of a 
rash speculation made by Harper over 
twenty years ago ; but since then, as lie 
admitted on cross-examination, he had 
been his partner for two years, and would 
not have been such, if he had not be- 
lieved him to bo a careful and shrewd 
man of business. 

Mr. Holland, who followed, repre- 
sented a tinanoial agency in this city. He 
only came to the Province in 18S(i, and 
hence knew nothing jn'rHinially uf Har- 
per's past. In April, ISSo, H irpor owed 
tho company ?oO,000. In 188G witness 
became well ac(|uainted with him through 
traiisaotions whicli ho explained, and from 
that time onward, save when he was ab- 
sent for about twelve months, all Har- 
per's business with the company passed 
tlirough his hands. Harper's indebted- 
ness had increased in throe years to §145,- 
000, which (with the exception of JIU,- 
OOG) had boon secured by mortgages on 
all his available real and [leraonal prop- 
erty, save his Horsolly mine and Light- 
ning Creek leasehold. The annual in- 
terest on the debt was §19,800,— about 
S:JO,000 having been loaned at eighteen 
per cent., and the balance at twelve. The 
purchases by Harper of land and cattle, 
for wliich ?r)4,i;50, had been advanced in 
January, 18.S7, had prior to the money 
being paid over, been carefully examined 
by witness and approved of. Harper, he 
thought was very sanguine, and expected 
to pay off his debt from gold to be got 
from his Horsefly mine, which witness 
knew nothing of, or from the sale of 
proiierty in California, or by Imrrowing 
from some other quarter ([). ti','>~) ; l)ut 
none of these expectations had come to 
pass ; hence his indebtedness eventually 
reached about .^l.OO.OOO. In all his trans- 
actions with Harper, the latter had, in 
his opinion, exhibited good business ca- 
pacity, of which ho gave instances. Har- 
per had apiilied for further loans of 
f 1,000 and $5,000, but had been refused, 
as " ho had reached," to use Mr. Hol- 
land's words, " the end of our tether." 

A certitied list of thirty-four judgments 
against 1 larpor, including Cameron's im 
peached judgment, and two on behalf of 
Mr. Holland's principals, amounting in 
all, with costs, to about Sl'4!),000, was 
put in by the defendant's counsel as strong 
evidence that at least tbirty-cjiu; jiersons, 
besides Cameron and Mr. llollaiul, had 
given Harper credit, presumably as being 
of sound mind, and, on the aamo jire- 
BUtiiption, had severally sued and recov- 
ered judgment against him. All the 
judgments had been entered for default 
of an appearance. Not ono of the 
thirty one judgment creditors was put in 
the witness box. Wliether the credits 
had been given before, or after. Harper's 
injury, or on his written, or verbal order, 
or on the order of some of his employes, 
or whether Harper personally knew of, 
and if he did, was capable of understand- 
ing the effect of, tho thirty-one actions 
brought against him, was not attempted 
to be proved-— aUliough such evidence 
would liave been of im]»ortancc, not only 
on the isauu of insanity, but- upon the i.-i- 
Bue as to whether knowledge of the in- 
sanity (if found) should be imputed to the 
defendant. (Hassard v. Smith, 6 Jr. Eq. 
■120.) The list could not of itself bo evi- 
dence on either issue ; but it must have 
lieeii somev.-hat useful to the jury in as- 
sisting them to form an opinion as to Har- 
per's capacity, or ratlier inca])acity, to 
luanago his aflaira — the facts liefore them, 
as toid by Mr. Holland, being that 
he had borrowed until he could borrow 
no more ; that tho loans were chiefly for 
cpoculative purjiosos, and at a cost of 
aiiont ^^L'D.OOO a year for interest, which 
he could not, and did not jiay ; that he 
had mortg ig(!d all lie had that was avail- 
able to aecure them ; while at the same 
time, as tho list itself suggested, lie 
had neglected to provide for primary ob- 
ligations t» business creditors who had 
supported him. 

Cameron's account of Harper's condi- 
tion was, that having known him before 
his accident, he noticed a change in him, 
idj-U'.rvabki by anyone, after it. llarpiu' 
had lost his iiiemoiy, and failed to recog- 
ni;;e his friends— manifestly a mental 
change. On ro-examinatimi he de- 
scribed the change as "physical." Har 



interviews, in 188(5 and 1887, respecting 
the Lightning Creek lease, had re- 
covered his inoniory, and had acted as 
reasonably as ever before (pp. SfiO, 
200). This latter statement of opinion 
is at variaiico with tho evidence of Drs. 
llaniiiiigton and iMcLean, and was not 
borne out by tho witness' account of the 
interviews, which, to avoid repetition, 1 
liroposo to refer to later on, when con- 
sidering tho evidence as to tho linding 
imputing knowledge of tho insanity to 
Cameron; for even assuming tho opinion 
to bo C(jrrect, from Canieriui's point of 
view, the jury iiiust have dealt with it 
in arriving at their linding of insanity, 
which in view of the evidence above set 
forth was, assuiedly, not unreasonable. 
More than this, when Cameron's^ deal- 
ings witli Harper, as told by himself, 
come t<i be examined, insanity will ap- 
|)ear to have been overwhelmingly 
proved. 

In regard to the next linding that there, 
was "no consideration," the evidence on 
both sides is barely conilicting. For the 
plaintili', six witnesses, who had been 
gold miners on Lightning Oreek before 
it had been deserted by the miners as a 
Ijody, were examined. Of tliese, 15ila- 
land lielioved tho lease to be valueless, 
although ho miglit, perhaps, give .?100 
for it. The live others, sevorally, de- 
clared it to bo "worthless," "without any 
commercial value," and not worth ac- 
ceptance "as a gift." Each gave his 
reasons for his opinion, the main one be- 
ing, the great cost of the work, and tho 
improbability of any returns, or at beat, 
of commensurate returns, for the outlay. 

For tho defence, two witnesses, Tinon 
and Dow, thought well of tho sclieme. 
Tinon could give no idea of its cost; and 
as to the value of tho ground, his evi- 
dence was well summed up by himself as 
follows : "They would have good ground, 
yet bo liable to got into bad ground; and 
if in bad ground they would bo liable to 
got into good ground" (p. ;i75). "Win 
ning and losing, such ia mining." What 
idea of value tho jury gleaned from this 
would be dillieult to say. Dow liked tho 
scheme as a speculation, as he was "spec 
ulative" himself. A bed rock drain, oi 
tunnel fr(Mn end to end of the tract 
leased, with air-shafts and working shafts 
along its eourso, would have to be con- 
structed. The tunnel would have to be 
started, as was staled by Cameron, about 
a mile anil a half or two miles below th 
tract. The jilaii produced lieforo the j 
jury showed til J tract to be threo miles 
long; and it was proved to be 100 feet 
deep at its upper end, in tho old "Point 
claim." The tunnel, therefore!, would 
have to be at least four and a half miles 
long, and 100 feet dee|) at its upiier end, 
in order to tap the "i'oint claim. " Ac- 
cording to tlio witness, it would coat 
from $5 to 810 a lineal foot, according to 
the nature of the grcmiid. Tlieae 
figures, as the jury probably calculated, 
meant an outlay for tho tunnel of a aum 
ranging botween $118,800 and §237,- 
OOO, exclusive of a further requisite out- 
ly for numerous shafts to render it 
llective, the cost of which was not esti- 
mated. 

Cameron regarded the scheme as a 

good investment, otherwise he would not 
have embarked in it. Before he g(.t 
Hnrpcr to join him, ho had tried, but 
failed, to get others to do so. Some of 
the ground included in the lease had 
proved very rich before it was worked 
out; and tho unworkod ground left might 
prove so, too. All the ground had been 
abandoned by tho miners in 1878; but 
although it might not pay with high 
wages, it would likely givi; good divi- 
dends wi'h cheap lalior. He had had an 
offer of S250,000 for tho lease through 
a person whom ho described as "a man in 
town of the name of Bradley," who said 
ho represented an English company in 
California. Bradley was to get §50,000 
frcjin Cameron if tho sale was etiected, 
(pp. 2.oO, 2(J0, 2i;i, 280). Bradley had 
letters from I'Jiiglaiid ciuit.aining the oll'er, 
and witness had "seen the letters and 
tolil Harjier so" (p. 287). "Were tlinae 
letters olleriiig §260,t.00 for the pro- 
perty ^" A. "25 >,0 0." (pp. 2G0, 284). 
Tho persons in England seemed to think 
well of tho property (p. 284). On 
further cross-oxainination he said that he 
had not seen tlio contents of tho letters; 
that wli.at he meant was that he had a 
chance of selling for §250,000; that the 
wnt(U-s of the letters knew nothing of 
the ]u-o[ierty except from wli.at he bad 
tidd Uradley, and from what Bradley 
may have learned elaowdiorc, and com- 
municated to them (p. 283); that Harper, 
when spoken to about the ofTor, bad re- 
fuae<l to call on Bradley, or sell at any 
lirice; t hat witness then aiked him what 
he would give him for his half interest, 
and Ilar[)er said §50,00''>, which he ac- 
oe[)ted; and that the note in questiiiU 
was accordingly given to him (pp. 250, 
260, 201, 283, 284, 285, 288). Witness 
know nothing of Bradley beyond this 
transaction with him, and he had never 
heard fif his having had any large, or 
other, transactions; Bradley had left N'ic- 
toria, and wi'-ness had tried to lind him 
afterwards, but had iiiado no eflbrt to do 
so, during the nine muutha that this 
action had been pending, for the purpose 
of securing his evidence (p. 283). Much 
might be said about this evidence, and 
especially as to the allei,'ed existence of 
unnamed jierHons who would olFer a ipiar- 
ti'r of a million for the most precarious of 
all kinds of property, without ha\-ing seen 
it, iind without other information about it 
than that given by the person interested 
in selling it, and liy his agent, interested 
in earning 4:50,000 f(jr effecting the sale. 
Bradley was manifestly t'uiieron's ngeiit, 
if he was agent for any (Jiie, and could 
not be, although Camenni stated ollior- 
vvise, at the same time, .igent for the 
iiitoiiding purchaaora. it is unnecessary 
to say more, as this story about liradley 
was one for the jury to believe or dis- 
believe, and they seem to have done the 
latter, as in view of it and the other 
evidence, they decided, and not unroaaoii- 
ably so, that Harper got nothing for ids 
550,000 note. IJesides, no lease existed 
at tho timo. The ( Joverument had only 
promised it. 

I have referred to particulars in tho 
evidence somewhut at length, as many of 
them have a bearing on the further find- 
ing which imputes knowledge of the in- 
sanity to tho defendant. >Somo of those 
particulars 1 may have to repeii.t; but it 
cannot he avoided as the verdict is iic/t a 
general one. There is no direct evi- 
dence, nor was any admission on Cam- 
eron's juirt proved, that he know of tlio 



per had, however, improved very much insanity. He aaw Harper, as he told the ^, _ 

in a few months, and, judging from their I jury "shortly" aftor ho got the kick "and I tranaactioa contains strong internal 



noticed a change" in him that "anyone 
would notice." Harper did not recognize 
him but "pretended to do ao" (pp. 250, 
250). He had improved greatly in a few 
months; and when aeeii Doveral times, in 
188(i and 1887, about the proposed lease 
"ho was," to use Cameron's words, "the 
same kind uf a man that he had been 
previously — had a good memory - talked 
reasonably about business and only 
looked a little older"— pp. 250, 200). 
This statement the jury, probabl;^, re- 
membered, conflicted in every particular, 
except as to the part that interviews to(dc 
jilace, with tho statements of Drs. Han- 
nington and McLean. Tho former for in- 
stance, stated that from his observations 
of Harper's conduct, during forty or 
fifty attendances upon him in tho course 
of the two years mentioned, ho found 
that "ho was absolutely a lunatic" (pp. 
115, 11(1); and the latter exp'ressed a 
similar opinion from professional ohaer- 
vations made in 1880, with the addition 
tli:;t fi'arper showed a markeil "lack of 
memory." Mr. 1 1 oUand's evidence, it is 
true, was to the contrary; but he had not 
known Harper iirior to 1880; and besides, 
without imputing any but the best mo- 
tives to him, he was much interested, 
as wcuild have been evident to the jury, 
in supporting the view that Harper was 
sane. The two medical witnesses must 
have been disinterested. At any rate, 
the jury decided that llarpor was of un- 
sound mind on tho 18th of November, 
1887, which is the critical period involved 
in the presont'])roceediiigs. Now, Cam- 
eron had known Harper for many years, 
and had beconio "pretty well acquainted 
with him," as he said, in 187.'', (pp. 250, 
250). Hence, the jury may well havu 
felt that it was almost beyond belief that 
ho, as one of sixteen old acquain- 
taiices, should have been continuously 
blind to a mental failure or incompetence, 
so pronounced as to have betrayed itself 
to all tho othera. Seven of them — Saul, 
Cloariliuo, Homans, MoEwen, Barton, 
Devlin and Grant — considered Harper to 
be insane in consequence of his delusion 
that he was about to unearth millions of 
dollars' worth of gold from his niiiio 
the Horselly stream. CameriJii know of 
this delusion, and it was for the jury t( 
say whether iie siiouid iiave been similar- 
ly impressed by it or not, for the delusion 
aU'ected the transactions botween them, 
including tho one that has been im- 
piiached. For instance, Cameron stated 
tlial liarjicr talked to him about millions 
that he wiis going to get(jut of Horselly," 
and that when he did so, witne.is observed 
to him that Lightning Creek was "a 
bettor achoino" and, to uao his words, "1 
told Mr. Harper that wages were high, 
nnd that claims that would n-t p;iy 
H'ages, would pay a good dividend when 
we got cheap labor on it" (pp. 254, 274, 
275). Thus, lis this scheme that was to 
pay a dividend provided it was worked 
with cheap labor, was, as estimated by 
Cameron, a better ono than that of 
Horsefly with its expected millions, it ia 
evident that he regarded those millions aa 
purely visionary — aa a delusion on Har- 
per's part. 

When Cameron at length prevailed 
upon Harper to join in the scheme, tho 
arrangement between them was thit, if 
they got tlio lease, Cameron should be 
manager at, as he expecteil, §10 a day to 
be paid by llar|)er; and Harper was to 
aup])ly the means to work tho schonio, 
and be entitled to recoup hiiiiBolf, from 
tho prolita, if any — and when recouped, 
the profits wore to be equally shared. 
Thus, for his success in having persuaded 
Harper to undertake what sane pjraons 
hail, according to Cameron, ahunned, 
Cameron was to bo paid a comfortable 
salary, whether gold was got from tho 
mine or not, and be free from all liabili- 
ties; while Harper was to be responsilile 
for that income and for tho outlay of 
over ono, and nearly two, hundred thous- 
and dollars necessary, as shown by one 
of Cameron's witnesses, ti carry out tho 
work; anil, in addition, take the ordinary 
rusk iif getting no corresijonding return, 
or ri;turn of any moment fnuu their min- 
ing operations. There is no evidence to 
show that C.imerou ever informed 
Harper, as ho did the jury, of the pro- 
bable cost of tho scheme, su that Harper 
went into it blindly. Harper's delusion 
as to the expected niilliona from Horse- 
lly continued, for when first spoken to by 
(lameron iiboul .selling the lease, through 
liradley, for S2OO,()00, net, he objected, 
because, as lie told him, he would shortly 
get more than enough from "Horselly" 
lo pay oil' all bis liabilities (p. 27-1) and, 
"in a year or 80 would get SO much 
mouoy (lilt of cattle and Horselly, that lie 
would not know what to do witii it" ( pji. 
2.S8, '_',s'.l); ,-ind that he knew of nothing 
better than Liu'htniug Creek as an in- 
vestment. .-^U this evidence tends to 
show thai. llar[(er was of unsound mind, 
to Cameron's knowledge, boforo tho im- 
peached transaction of the 18th of Nov- 
ember, 1887, took place, but does not 
establish, positively, the fact that Cain- 
eroii knew that he was insane on that 
day, ah hough the jury found that he 
was. lint in cases of <|uestionable 
lunacy, the rule is that evidence of con- 
duct before and aftor the critical period — 
in this ease the 18c.hof November, 1S87 — 
is admissible, and the jury may draw in- 
ferences from it to assist them in decid- 
ing whether insanity existed at the given 
period. The rule that would thus be 
a|))ilieable in the ease of a jury, wool 
ioipliedly be ap]ilical)Ie in the case ot 
Cameron ; anil for this reason the evi- 
dence is referred to. We now coino to 
the critical period, When Cameron 
urged Harper to sell for §250,000, the 
latter, according to Cameron's evidence, 
got aiigiy, and "said ho wouldn't sell for 
a million of dollars, wouldn't sell at any 
price," upon which Cameron aaid "what 
will you give me for my half inter- 
est T' The reply was "^jOO.OOO," which 
was instantly accepted; and tho iui- 
peaclied note for that amount was ac- 
conlinudy given shortly afterwards (pp, 
201, 287, 288). I'p to this timo, no lease 
h.ad been given; but a promise of one had 
been iiiaile by two ( h-ders-in-Couiicil 
which niighl, for good cause, at any time, 
have been revoked. Tho lease itself was 
not executed until tho 18th of February, 
1888, that is four months after Cameron 
purported to sell his moiety in it. Cam- 
eron must be taken to have known the 
fact, as his evidence shows that ho had 
frei|iieiitly called upon the solicitor who 
had the matter ill hand, for informal ion 
about it. He was not questioned on the 
jioiiit, but was with respect to its date, 
which, presumably as a matter of 
memory, he said he did not know. The 



marks of want of rationality on Harper's 
part. Harper, as Cameron must, beyond 
doubt, have seen, suffered from a aeeond 
delusion as to mUlions, iu believing that 
ho was to got them from their Light- 
ning Creek scliemo (for he said "ho 
would not sell for a inillion or at any 
price") — that is millions from ground 
included in that scheme that, 
according to Cameron, would only 
give a profit at low wages. 
Moreover, the §50,000 note was given 
for a half interest in a non-existing 
lease. It was also given suddenly, antl 
evidently under tho inlluence of the de- 
lusion mentioned; for Harper must have 
thought, if he tluuiglit at all, that it was 
better to [tay §50,000, than part with, 
what was in his view, worth a iiroajiectivo 
million or more. His doluaion, moreover, 
must have boon made more acute, and de- 
signedly ao, by tho oflor of the §250,000, 
which Cameron at tho timo told him 
of — an oli'or wliich, by tho finding of 
"no consideration," was virtually pro- 
nounced by the jury to have been licti- 
tioua. in any event, it was for tho jury 
to decide whether the §50,000 transac- 
tion was ail'octed by, or which is the same 
thing, resulted from tho delusion (Jon- 
kins V Morris 14 CD. 047). In view of 
all that has been stated, it cannot bo 
said that the evidence was insulhciont to 
support the linding that Harper's insanity 
was kiiowji to Cameron at the time of 
the impeached transaction. Cameron's 
conduct in the witnesa box was uf itself 
ovidonco for the jury; and it must have 
given additional force to every fact un- 
fiivorablo to him, for it is described by 
tho learned judge, who presided at tho 
trial, as having been "downcast, shulUing 
and evasive." Moreover, the learned 
judge was of opinion that tho verdict was 
a projier one; and, aa observed by Lord 
Lsher in Webster v. Friodsberg (17 Q.B. 
O. 787), "it is idle to say that in deter- 
mining whether a verdict was agsinst the 
weight of evidence, you must not take 
into serious consideration the opinion of 
tho judge who tried tho case." 

Again, Ilarjier's insanity on tha 18tli of 
Noveniber, 1887, having been estab- 
lished, ita continuance is presumed, un- 
less proved to have ceased. (Pope on 
Lunacy, 408, and cases cited.) No sueh 
proof was given, nor was a lucid inter- 
val [ileiided or attempted to be proved. 
The luesumption, therefore, covers the 
3ubsei|ueiit jieriod during which the six 
notes were given by Harper in substitu- 
tion of the ,?5ll,O0O note, and the further 
period when the inqieached judgment was 
recovered — it having been ahown in con 
nection with the judgment that Harper 
had been sued as sui j«m, and that tho 
judgment had been entered for default of 
appearance. At any rate, counsel for 
the defendant expressed himsel satisfied 
with the (piestioiis formally submitted to 
the jury when tho case was closed (p. 
287); hence, whatever objection he mignt 
have had 011 the ground that a further 
((ucstion as to a lucid interval had not 
been put, was waived. 1 mention this 
because it was suggested in the argument 
here by counsel that tho giving of the b:x 
notes by Harper was an instance of men- 
tal recovery ; but such was not pleaded. 
Besides, the circumstanco was manifestly 
open to tho opposite remark that it was 
the repetition of an irrational act on Har- 
per's part, and no doubt the jury thought 








Objection- was taken at the trial, and 
renewed here, that the present action 
was not maintainable, and that the im- 
peached judguiont sliould have been set 
aside in tho action which it determined. 
There are several obvious answers to the 
object ion ; but it ia sulhcient to say that 
it ia disposed of by Carew v. Johnston 2 
Sch. & Lef. 280 ; Gore v. Stackpole, 1 
Dow, 18 ; Earl of Bandon v. Beecher, 3 
CI. A- F, 170 ; and Flower v. Loyd, (i C. 
1). 207 ; and 8. U. 10, C. D. :;27. 

Ano'lier objection was that aa a l!e. 
ceiver had been appointed under the im- 
peached judgment, and the plaintiira real 
and personal estate sold by him, the Court 
would not interfere, as the parties could 
not be reinstated in their original posi- 
tion. But they can intfr .w, bo reinstated, 
for Cameron can get back his half-inter- 
est in the lease, and Harper any monies 
that may have been realized under the 
judgment. Thoao who bought from the 
Ueceivor can, as innocent purchasers, be 
also protected, (Gore v. Stackpole and 
Earl of Bandon v, Beecher, supra. 

Granting, for the sake of argument, 
that the jury were wrong in finding that 
Harper's incompetence was known to 
Cameron, still tho defendant must fail. 
iMolton \. Canjroux (2 Fxc. -I '57,), upon 
which his counsel relied would not assist 
him ; for it was there held, amongst 
other things, that to u])hold a c.mtract 
with a lunatic, it must have been fair and 
bona tide. Here tho jury have found 
that the contract was not ao : that it waa 
made " without deliberation," or " iiide- 
pendenL advice ; " and that there was no 
consideration. In such a case the plain- 
HQ' is entitled to relief. (St. Kq. .lur. 
2;i4-218 ; Clarkson v. .Hanway,2 P. Wms. 
203; Blackford v. Chriatian, I Knapp, 73.) 

The appeal must therefore be dismissed 
and tho order nisi for a new trial dis- 
charged — with costs. 

The order for judgment of the 18tli of 
August, 181)2, requires to be varied by in- 
serting a correct statement of the findings 
of the jury, and provisions for tho jiro 
1 I tection, as inontiimod, of innocent pur- 
chasers, and for the re-assignment, on 
proper terms, to the defendant of the 
moiety of the lease.

HEARD IN THE HOTELS. 

John C. Calbreath, tho pioneer Casaiar 
busiueaa man, waa among tho passengers 
from Alaska by the Topeka, just arrived. 
Almost everyone in British Columbia knows 
Mr. Calbreath as a salmon ' oanner, trader 
and minor, but be is at present engaged in 
neitberof the catlings mentioned. His can- 
nery was burned to the ground last spring 
and ho is U017 in command of ft steamer 
plying on the Skeena river. 

" It ia," he says, " a hard river to navi- 
gate, bub we can get up about 150 miles to 
the inouih of Telegraph creek, where there 
are a couple of stores. Ten miles below is 
Cilenora, where a British Columbia 
custom house is located, with one 
atoro. From Telegraph creek wo 
have pack trains -.vliich go as tar 
as De;iao lake, ono of the lioada of tlio Mc- 
Kenzio river, seventy-two niilea away. The 
Casaiar placers are in thia region, and quite 
a number of miners are working up there, 
and there ia a considerable fur trade there 
also. Tho plueera are very e.xttiisiTe, l.nit 
they are not very ricli luid tho beat of them 
are thouglit to bu worked out, although 
now enia may hu diacoveied. There luive 
been some gooil silver (|u;irti'. ledges prou- 
pe 'tt d up there, bur. lliey have not been 
developed. The vullcya urobroid and tho 
aoil good and very pre) iiotivo. Thowiutera 
are auvere, but they only last from Novem- 
ber to March, and good crops can be raised 
wherever the land can be irrigated, which is 
uecpfsary. 

" I sipent the winter juat past in hatehing 
.salmon ou l^tholine I.->l.trul. For five months 
I have been eh lit off from the world and 
my knowledge ia rather limited juat now. 
Myaelf and a man built dams and arranged 
beds for the young liah' in such a way that 
all their enemies aro cut olT. Wo sent 
down toward salt water some 700,000 sal- 
mon. Thn best authorities agree that sal- 
mon always return to th« place in which 
they aro hatched. In 1806 there should re- 
turn fully one-third of the fish we sent out. 
By keeping this up every year, in time I 
will have sn excelleat business built up. 
Next year a larger number will be hatched, 
an I am now more familiar with the business. 
This is the first sucoessful attempt ut sal- 
mon hatching in Alaska." 

One of the beat known pioneers of Vic- 
toria, who for tho purpose of thia nurralive 
shall bo chris'eued Captain 15 ib, was re- 
galing a friend with sLories of tho early 
days as ihey aat at the dinner table in the 
Now England. The captDin, thanks to an 
accident iu early boyhood, ia slightly lume 
in the right Irg — or the starboard fin, aa ho 
would hay — ond walks with a perceptible 
limp. Two other veterans of the fifties. 
Captain I'eudlotnn and Captain Trucoy, 
wore similarly hfllicted, and, as Captain Bob 
puts it, " wo three mot at tho foot of Yates 
street one evening, and proceeded to the 
Post oflice in beautiful unison of atop." 

Capt. Pendleton was doubly aiUicted, 
being unable to give a command without 
stuttering, and this made things all the 
more ridiculous when, after the three had 
walked a block or two iu regular and yet 
irregular step, he angrily observed : 

" See here, B — b— bob, heave yourself 
out of s— s— step J everybody's 1—1 — 1 — 
laughing at you."

Conatiihlo .John Kirkup ia down from 
Revelalolie, and reporta that things have 
been very quiet thoro daring the winter, 
which hu8 been tho most severe within the 
memory of that oft-quoted authority, tho 
oldest inhabitant. Tliey have had five feel 
of snow on tho level, and tho extended 
period of cold weather could not be deactibed 
aa a "snap." ProRpecta, however are good 
and a hig stir ia eipcoted in Revolatokc, as 
the C. P. R. intend, aa soon as tho weather 
will pcrniit, to eoimnenco operations on their 
branch thenco to Arrow lake, a diatanco of 
some twenty-eight inilca.

Several Hundred Heavily Armed Hon Await- 
ing a VesBcl to Sail to Cuba. 

Nkw YoiiK, March -1. — A special from 
Key West, Fla., says : Anothi>r filibuster- 
ing oxpsdition is to sail from Key West, it 
is said, against one of the Central American 
states. It ia believed to be destined to 
liberate Cuba from Spanish rule. Tho com- 
pany has been gradually augmented at this 
port, and several hundred well drilled men, 
armed with repeating rilles and abundant 
ammunition are ready to embark. Tho 
expedition is composed almost en- 
tirely of native Cubans. A small fleet 
steamer has been purchased or chartered in 
Philadelphia or Biltimore and is now en 
route to Key West. She is said to bo loaded 
with ammunition, gatling guns and field 
artillery for a siege of several months. The 
United States Government evidently had 
information of thia proposed e.<:pedition and 
means to prevent its sailing, as a cruiser is 
at naval wharf and barely a corporal's gnard 
ia on board. Nearly her entire crew of 300 
bluejackets and marines are on picket duty, 
iiuing both the north and south beaches and 
forming a cordon around the island, which 
ia five miles long.

SAILORS' UNION TBOUBLE. 

The Crew of a San Francisco Schooner Inter- 
fered With by LonBsboremcn. 

Seattle, March — Members of tho 
Longshoremen's Union made trouble for a 
non-union orew at . Sohwabicher's wharf 
yesterday. The three-masted sobooncr 
Sailor Boy, Captain Petjerson, arrived from 
San Francisco shortly after noon. She had 
135 tons of merobandise and carried a non- 
union oeew. As the latter was about coin - 
mencing to discharge the cargo at Schwa- 
bachor'd some of the longsboronion ap- 
peared and drove tho crew from tho wharf. 
For a while it looked as though there would 
bo bloodahcd. Capt. Pett^raon ordered his 
men to go to work. They refused, claim- 
ing that the 'longshoremen would do them 
violence. In tho meantimo several police 
ollicora arrived and tho trouble ceased. 
However, Captain Peterson could not in- 
duce hia crew to unload the cargo, ami the 
work waa finally turned over to tho 'long- 
ahorenicn. 

Capt. I'eteraon aaid: "I havo always 
been in ayinpathy with tho union men, but 
when I found that thoy wanted to run my 
businoas, then 1 c;oncluiled to employ men 
who are not mouibers of tho uuiou. The 
night before I left 'Frisco some union 
men httempted to remove my crow. I 
had several men on tho- watch. Thoy 
were armeil to the teeth, and I had inform- 
ed thoiM I would ho- reaponaiblo for 
anyt!u>:cg they did while protecting my pro- 
perty. During the night the union men 
made an ollort to got aboard. I waa awaken- 
ed by the noise, and at the piint of revol- 
vers we drove the union men away. I ani 
going to lie here for a oouple of nights and 
if any attempt is made to steal my crew 
some one will get hurt." 

Soon . after the longshoremen had com- 
menced discharging the Sailor lioy'a c'argo 
Chiof Jackson called on Captain Peterson. 
" If your crow wants to go to work," aaid 
the chief, " we'll protect them if it takes 
the entire force." Captain Peterson was 
willing that tho lopg.shoromen should con- 
tinue, but he asked tho chief for police as- 
sistance so long aa hia schooner reinuina in 
port. It ia believed that there will bo moro 
trouble before the Sailor Boy takes her de- 
parture. I

"I have been away," said bo, "for some 
time, and really have bat. little that is new 
to tell. The grade is almost' completed to 
tbe boundary line ond will ho in to Fort 
Sheppard by April. A contract has boon lot 
to tho Dominion Bridge company for tho con- 
struction of a steel cantilever bridge over 
the Pend d'Oreillo river, just above where 
it enters tho Columbia, ond work on tho 
bridge is now under way — tho piers are be- 
ing built. I could have put in a bridge at 
this point fo^''fuUy $20,000 less than the 
present one will cost but thought best to be 
safe. The current there is very strong and 
there is fully thirty feet dlfiiarence between 
high and low water, which would endanger 
any other kind of bridge, 

*' Work on the Nelson and Fort Sheppard 
road will begin as soon as the snow is oti' 
the ground.' I have built a road or -two in 
the snow and don'c care to try it again, 

" A wagon road will be put in first to 
enable tbe various oauipa to get supplies 
easily. Roforo tlio lat of November it is 
safe to say that there will bo through con- 
nections between Nolson and tho American 
railroad. Meaara. E. 0. Prior & Co, will 
furnish tho railn for tho road," 

From other sources it was learned yester- 
day that Fort Sheppard will bo very active 
during tho coming season. The Kootenay 
Land and Improvement company will build 
a hotel and wharf at thia point, which will 
bo a diutributing ceiitro for tho region north 
during tho conatruction of tho now road. 
An endeavor will alao bo made to havo tho 
ateaiiicr.s wliich ply from Rovelatoke to 
Little Djllea irmke Fort Sheppard their 
hoadiiuurtera. 

The company which lately purchased tho 
War Eaglo mino for $ll!0,()0O, aro arranging 
for tho erection of u complete amelltr plant 
at Fort Sheppard, which will handle tho 
oroa of tho War Eagle, Leroy and other 
valuable mines in tho vicinity. All in all, 
the season ahead for thia locality aecms to 
give good promiso of unusual activity. 
Secretary G. Brown, of the Kootenay Land 
and Improvement Co., which has heavy in- 
terests in this section, proposes to make a 
trip to Fdrt Sheppard in th^ near future, 

The contracts for the construction of tho 
road have not yet been let, but will bo 
in the near future.

could be no liability in defendant. 

Suppose the scaffolding not well eon 
structed, yet it would have been safe with 
two ledger planka— which ho considers 
■were removed by the phiiutifl'. 

It the plaintiffa suapieiona were al 
layed by Knapp— ho was only a fellow 
servant— iind Mesher not bound and 
therefore (point 5 of notice of motion for 
/ non-suit) consider tlio verdict was con- 
trary to law, and judgment should be for 
defendant. 

Aa to point 5 of the non-suit motion, 
Mr. Bodwell goes on to arguo that if n 
plank was defective it comes to a <[uoa- 
tion of fact. 

Consider tlmt Gabriel found the danger 

• out — that he knew the double plank was 
necessary. 

That he know one plank was not safe, 
and acting against his own judgment, ho 
tried it and it broke. 

And this he considered was contribu- 
tory negligence and that it exonerated 
Mesher. 

That there was no such compulsion (the 
danger' of losing his place) aa operated in 
Yarmouth v. France. 

And that there were three or fourcroas- 
planks which he could have applied. 

That Mesher was not in tho building 
at the time of the accident. 
• And that Brown swears that ho went 
over to get Knapp from tho Five Sisters 
block. 

And Meaher was walking down, and 
tKerefqre neither he nor Enapp were 
there at the titneof the accident. 

That the jury can only find the facts, 
and tho Court liiwia the negligence, if the 
facts amount to that. 

And thereupon claima judgment for the 
defendant. 

The foregoing I believe to be an accur 
ate and Buooinct account of the learned 
counael'a argument, given in hia uaual 
clear and lucid manner. 

But it appears to me it is based upon 
assumptions of fact which the evidence 
,<:doea not authorize, and which does not 
bear out his conclusions. 

To elucidate this, it is necessary to go 
,bao* awhile and consider what the ver 
' diet oif the jury afid the actual evidence 
in the cage amount to, in tlie light of the 
pleadings, and of tho cases which bear 
directly on tho points raised ; and also 
having regard to the circumatfmcea sur- 
rounding the caao, which tho learned 
counsel ignored, but which cannot bo 
omitted from our conauloration. 

In the first place," tlio linding of tho 
verdict was the finding of the material 
issues which were fairly and clearly raised 
and aa clearly and squarely met by tho 
pleadings ^ , and that finding waa a gen- 
oral one in favor of the plaintiff on the 
issues. 

One of these waa negligence and that 
would bo quite enough if there waa no 
contributory negligence. 

We will first oonsider the nogligenco 
and afterwards deal with the question of 
contributory netjligenco. 

Thero can bo no doubt from tho evi 
dence of the unsafe condition of tho .loaf- 
foldingt ond that the defendant waa di- 
' rdetly eonneoted with the building of it, 
and «o- personally responsible for its 
, proper construction in carrying out a 
work of such danger at such a height. 

The verdict establiahed that two planka 
were broken, and that thero was a gcii 
era! defect of tho materials ; so that any 
reasonable man could come to the ccn- 
cluaien from tho evidence that tho wood 
work waa defective, improper and insuili- 
cienk 

As to the relative functions of judge 
and jury, in determining what coniti- 
tutes nogligonco, we liave Lord Cairns' 
dictum in the Metropolitan Railway v. 
Jackson, 3 App, Ca. 305. It ia not quite 
exactly aa the learned counsel haa laid it 
dow. 

Tho judge has to say whether any facts 
have been established by ovidonco from 
which negligence may be reasonably in- 
ferred. • . ' 

The jury whether from fchese facts negli- 
gence ought to be inferred. 

Tho jurora amy believe one witness and 
disbelieve another. .; 

Here tlio jury believed the cause of tho 
accident was tho defective state of the 
ledger plank. 

It was proved the plank waa defective.' 

The defendant had to prove (Smith, 
master and servant,) that he had provided 
proper machinery. 

Tho plaintiir proved nogligonco in that 
respect, and the jury, on tho balancu of 
ovidonco, took the same view. 
JToley V. Webater m Appeal, ia au au 



thority 'as 'regards the personal neglect of 
tlio defendant. 

The defendant actively interfered in 
tlio construction which heliied to tho ac- 
cident. 

It is an employer'a positive duty to 
keep the aurrouiidinga aafo and good. 

The onus ia oil him to show that he has 
done ao. 

It ia not the duty of the workman to 
watch the attrition of the" fmaobinery un- 
til danger ia " observable " and " appar- 
ent." 

Lindloy L. J., in Yarmouth v. France, 
10 Q. B. D., observed m tlmt case : "The 
workman waw danger and reported it. On 
being told to go on, went on as btiforo, to 
avoid dismissal.'' It was decided thero 
fear of dismissal rather than voluntary 
action might be inferred. 

And here, as will appear later on, an 
equally . cogent compulaion, though aris- 
ing from a different cause, was in force. 

'I'horo waa evidence before tho jury on 
both sides, ao strongly and clearly laid bo- 
fore them by counsel, and followed 
throughout w ith such close attention by 
the jury, as to require very littlo if 
any comment from tho judge, as to the 
auiticioncy or insufficiency of the mater- 
iala employed in the construction. 

And tho jury, a special one, was ex- 
ceptionally intelligent and attentive, even 
for a apecial jury, throughout tho whole 
of tho trial. It posseaaod also tho ad- 
vantage of including in ita number per- 
aoiis piactically familiar with tho details 
of the proper materials, tho specitic work, 
and the qualifications required of work- 
111011, and the relative duties of masters 
and aurvants in carrying out the particu- 
lar work now in question. 

It must be boriio in mind throughout 
that kalaoniiiiiiig, to bo aucceasful, must 
bo carried on from start to Hiiiah without 
a break, at, in thia iuatance, a groat 
height of 12oriy feet from tho Uoor, with 
eye and hand fully employed and directed 
upwards, while the feet are resting on the 
precarious footing of the moveable plank 
below. 

And on the care, completeness and se- 
curity with which these planks are se- 
lected and laid — especially the ltdycr or 
permanent planks along which tho croaa 
or aciitfolding planka traverse from east 
to west, as tho work progresses — and on 
tho wa chful superintendence of the fore- 
man, depend tho aafety of tho workman 
in limb, and eoinetimea perhaps life. The 
work once atariod — eapecially on a very 
dry ceiling as thii one proved to be — the 
workman tannot stop or tho kalsominim; 
will got spotted and lined, and so spoilt, 
and liavo to be done over again at groat 
lods of money and what was iiioro hero — 
time. Tho men employed get interested 
in the work and tho very sense of compe- 
tition — urged aa tho men wore in thia case 
by tho master and foreman, presaing on 
tho work (" rushing it," as it ia termed,) 
day and night througU tho holidays, in 
order to conipleto it by the Monday, to 
enable tho business of the bank to be op- 
ened at the usual hour — could not hare 
been without ita atimulatiug effect. 

The care to watch and guard the men 
during tho construction and progress of 
thia work and to aucuro and provide 
suflicient material for use, and competent 
Buporintondence and workmen for the 
kalsomining, must necessarily and rea- 
Bonably be proportionate. 

And that is what the law requires, and 
tho verdict saya was not reasonably pro- 
vided hero. 

It IS tho duty of tho employer to see 
that the risks surrounding tho works are 
not greater than apparent. There are 
many authorities for this. A case which 
brings out into relief that principle of 
law ia Murphy v, Phillips, 3i, L. T. N. 
S, 477, where a chain snapped in lifting 
girdera and was tho proximate cause of a 
Borioua injury to a workman. The links 
wore worn and originally had been badly 
welded. Tho defect was apparent to the 
naked eye; chain toaters had nc^ 
been employed to examine it, though 
tho chain had been in use for seven years. 

Cloasley, B., in giving hia decision oh 
tho case, saya, "Waa thero a want of 
reasonable and proper care on the part of 
tho defendant, the inastur / Hero 
tho jury have not found specifically 
in answer to the ([ueationa pu^ 
by my Lord — that there waa such 
a want • of care-=-but. in subatance 
and effect their aiiawera to the several 
questions put to thoin do amount to a 
verdict to that oilect." • * ■«■ 

He then goes on to observe what more 
particularly conconis us. He adds : 
"If the chain wore indeed in such a state 
that its unlit and unsafe condition must 
havo been patent to everyone, or any one 
who might take it into his hand to uao it. 
then, of course, it may be said that tho 
plaintiff himaelf could have observed ita 
defective state, and if ho did not do an, 
so far, tliuro was contributory nogligonco 
(in his part. 1 am of opinion, however, 
it would bo .striiining tho evidence on 
this part of tho case too far 
were we to any that there waa evideuco 
hero of audi contributory negligence, as 
would or ought to prevent the plaintiff 
from recovering dainagea from the de- 
fendant ill this action." 

Pollock, B. — 1 am of tho aaino opinion. 
Of course iiiucli depeiida on tho circum- 
Btanoea of each particular case. Thero it 
was a defect in welding and of long use 
apparent to the eye. In the present caao 
it is a legder planb with the defect not 
apparent or known, but covered with 
mud and suspected — and that suspicion 
distinctly notified to tho master and 
foreman by tho plaintiff. The conten- 
tion of plaintiffs counsel in moving for 
judgment, in answer to an opposite pro- 
position of hia opponent during the trial 
—that the •effect of .obliging a. work- 
man to give notice of a defect to some- 
one superior to him in tho mnator'a ser- 
vice, under tho Employera' Liability Act, 
gives the workman a less remedy, not a 
greater than the common law alForda — 
is, I think, correct. The common law 
says tho master must provide good and 
proper materials, and it ia not enough for 
defendant to say, "I did not know the 
materials wore defective." It in imper- 
ative. The diatiiiction between tho l']m- 
ployers' Liability Act and tlio Coiiiinuii 
Law aa to tho duty of tho master to iiro- 
vide materials lit and proper for the work, 
properly auperintended ia treated of in 
Wings V, Mathoson, 4 McQueen. The 
law saya, beaidoa fit and proper materials, 
tho inastor must provide competent 
workmen. In thia caao there is a finding 
on that; and suflicient ovidonco is given 
f incDiiipotency wlioroon to base it. 
True, it is nut safe under Murphy v. 
Pollock, 15 Irish Eoports, 0. L. 224, and 



Skirrett v. Scannen, Ir. Rep. 11 C. L. 
(cited in Beven 3o9), to aaaume all neg- 
ligence evidence of incompetency to affect 
the master. 

In sonio cases a single act of negligence 
(e.g. a collision of railway tniina) might 
coiiceivably bo aulli ;iont, whero tho act 
ia of such a nature, or done under cir- 
cumstances such, that the doing of it 
may be thought only to bo accounted for 
on tho supposition of malice (which is not 
to bo presumed of) or incompetency. 

Tho jury hero must have believed the 
ledger plank to have been a bad plank — 
from the way it broke and that Mesher's 
and Knapp'a attention waa called to it as 
suspicious, possibly dangerous— and must 
have treated it as an evidence of incom- 
potence, under the circumstances. 

Boven 308, avera that on proof of the 
incompetency of the servant being given, 
the.0DUS is on the tuaater, toahow thathe 
uaed due care in the selection; not, of 
course, oii tho plaintiff. 

As to all tho ])oiiits referred to in tho 
charge, several wero--explainod and tho 
jury heard all that passed between coun- 
sel and the court, and they considered 
the question, if plaintiff voluntarily un- 
dertook the risk — if there waa contribu- 
tory negligence, 

Tho rule that tho aervant takea tho 
risk presupposes that tho master exor- 
cises due caro, caution and diligence. 
This waa a question for tho jury. Was 
thoro ordinary and reasonable care in the 
defendant'/ Tho jury find there was 
not, t 

jSfow, as to the question of contributory 
negligence. The defendant alleged that 
plaintiff had knowledge of and voluntar- 
ily encountered it. "Ho knew the plank 
was dofoctivo. Ho know it was not 
aafo," because ho himself put another 
plank on it, and afterwards uaed it with- 
out that addition; and so the defendant 
ia relieved from liability. 

But the evidence ahowa that Gabriel 
had not the knowledge which was neces- 
sary to fix him with the liability; he was 
auspicious of it, but could not examine it 
to have actual knowlediie, becauso of its 
position, and being covered with mud, 
which coiicoalod any defects. On Thurs- 
day, out of abundant caution, not finding 
a second jilank at hand, he, with another 
man, procured one out of the cellar. 
The work waa not then begun so he 
could do that much then. 

Defendant's evidence was that he put 
what ho considered necessary, viz.: 
double ledger planka (oiio oil top of the 
other) all along the Fort atroet aide of 
the acalfokling; including tho place where 
the break occurred; and averred that thero 
never had been a break whero Gabriel 
and others swore it occurred and 
where they fell from it. 

But Gabriel'a evidence waa that ori the 
Thursday thero waa only one plank there 
— and looking dirty and auspicious they 
procured another and put it over the 
dirty oiio. 

In his ovidoire (which ia given, be it 
rememborod, after hia painful experience 
of tho defect) he calls it the "faulty" 
plank, but ia careful to diatinguish — that 
at tho time of the fetching of the extra 
plank he was auspicious of it— did not 
like tho looks of it but had no knowl- 
edge. Tho words he used wore (vido 
notes of trial, Gabriol'a evidence, page 
9)., "At tho time I noticed tho faulty 
plank, George Meaher was thero liimaelf 
as well aa the foreman. I and another 
man helped to put another plank on the 
top of It. It waa not that we positively 
know, or could see that tho plank waa 
uiis»fe, but we didn't like tho looks of it. 
It had got a dirty mark on it, and we 
eould not tell whether it was a knotty 
place — but for our own security wo put 
another one on top of it." 

P. 21), notes of trial, Gabriel'aevidenco. 

"The ledger plank broke first * *■ * 
That IS vivid in my mind ; cut in as deep 
as anything possibly could be — that lodger 
plank breaking— and we all ugroo on it.'' 

In speaking of meeting thia same 
plank, next day: 

He saya in his evidence, after dosorib 
ing tkeir commencing full work at the 
Government street end of the b»nk, from 
7 till 10 o'clock : "Well, we came to 
this faulty plank, that wo considered un- 
safe, and before anybody went on to it, I 
c.illed out. I saw the foreman thoro and 
called out" 

Q. "Where did you soo the foreman ? 

A. "He waa just at the end of tho 
staging, at the Government street door, 
Thia waa on Friday morning and I called 
out to him : How was it that tho plank 
had been removed from the top of this 
one ? and ho made tho reply that it waa 
all right, that ho had boon ovur it, 
With that Mr. Edon went over to tho 
other aido and I followed him." 

Again, at page 34. of the notes, wo find 

Pago 34. Notes of trial. Ridor A. 

"Mr. Bad well— Tho matter (the ledger 
plank) waa open to you to teat ? 

Gabriel — No, it was not, because wo 
had no chance to no and test planka wl'.on 
tho work onco commenced. 

Mr. Bodwell — If you had known that 
plank was going to break you would not 
havo gone on it ? 

Gabriel — No; certainly not." 

On the vJuod Friday, therefore, he had 
no audi opportunity — for the kalaomin 
ing had begun. At 7 o'clock ho mounted 
tlio acallold at the (!overnment atroot end 
of the Bank, and tho work was being 
rushed with all speed in the direction 
of Wharf street, and about one-third of 
it waa done when he came to the dirty 
and auspected plank of the proviuus day 
— noticed the extra plank was gone — 
called jout to tho foreman, Knapp- -who 
was standing at tho door which opens 
into Govornmont street, that it was re 
moved — and by him waa assured it was 
"all right; he had gone over it." 

No change had been made as to this 
plauk, in tho position of the ataging, 
which had presumably been arranged for 
thani by tho proper authority when they 
came at 7 o'clock, ready to commonco 
work — or Gabriel must havo seen it. 
What waa ho to do ? Tho scaffold planka 
were being iiiovod forward to keep tho 
work goiiij;. All the other (iro men 
wore waiting to go on; the work was dry- 
ing and in danger of being spoilt. He 
could iiol go hunting about for another 
twonty-aix foot plank to place over the 
ledger, which tho foreman assured him he 
had tried and found all right. He had 
a right to believe that his master had ap- 
pointed a foreman who was a competent 
judge of his work. He had . no actual 
knowledge, only a suspicion, of- danger, 
of which Jloalior had already been ap- 
jiriaed. Tlio ordera, as plaintifFs and 
defendant's evidence shews, wore imper- 



ative to push on the work with every 
dispatch. Tho plank waa aa the maater 
first placed it on Thuraday. So there 
waa nothing for it but to puah on — 
nothing unrousonablo in their proceed- 
ing with the work, however reluctantly — 
until suddenly tho fatal catastrophe oc- 
curred. 

In Yarmouth v. France, 10 Q. B. D., 
Lord Eaaher, M.R., commenting on 
Thomas v. / Quartermaine, concludes, 
"That mere knowledge pf the danger will 
not do. There muat be an aaaent on the 
part of tho workman to accept tho risk 
with a full appreciation of ita extent, to 
bring the workinau within the maxim, 
'vohtUi nnn Jit injuria'" 

Thoro wag no auoh knowledge hero. 

Woodloy V. Metropolitan Railway Co., 
2 Ex. D., though partly antagonistic, 
saya this : 

Lord Cockburn, loquitur : 

"They must show plaintiff had knowl 
edge of tho risk a-id tho extent of the 
risk to make contributory negligence." 

Hero (iiibriel had a suspicion, bub nob 
tho full knowledge. 1 do not see any 
evidence that Gabriel undertook tho riak. 
To assume the risk the workman must 
not only be "ici«ns" but "I'oleiu." Lord 
Justice Lindloy, in tho case above quoted, 
strongly insists on thia distinction. 

There beiiiL' neither knowledge, aaaent 
nor appreciation of tho extent of tho 
riak, tho jury could rightly conclude 
there was no contributory nogligonco. 

1 will now add a few words as to tho 
learned counsel for tho dofondaiit's argu- 
ment for a non-auit. 

On the first asaumption which embraces 
a propoaition of law, that the master is 
bound to find fit fellow aervanta, but that 
dofondaut is nob bound to prove thoy are 
such, the proof of untitneaa being on tho 
plaintiff, jilsintiffs counsel contended 
that having once shown incompotonco, 
then that roquiremont of tho law was not 
complied with, and the onus was on the 
defendant. And next, as to fit and 
prop.ir appliances, if there ia any defect 
of follow-aervanla or niateriala — if thero 
is unfitness ^the belief of fitness ia not 
enough. 

Tho jury believed thoro waa only ono 
lodger plank ; tliu fact of two lodger 
planks is out of the quostion. Moslior 
does not say one ledger plank ia sufli- 
cient. (Jabriel the night before had 
strengthened tho ledger plank. Ho had 
aomo suspicions then. Ou Good Fiiday, 
finding it removed, ho had still euapi- 
cioii.'j, and called to tho foreman : How 
was it removed ! Knapp did not any ho 
did not remove it, and tliough ho heard 
(! ibriel in his evideuco aay he (Iviiapp) 
removed it, did not contradict him. Tho 
utmost he aaya is, he dooa not remember 
thia conversation with Gabriel. In fact, 
hia waa *' non mi ricordo " evidence 
throughout. 

Throughout the case defendant's evi- 
deuco was that tho cross or acafl'oldinj; 
planks must all be double, yet Knajip 
8003 tho men iu the boat of the work 
working on two single croas-planka and 
Uttera no word of remonatrance or cau- 
tion. 

In Murphy v. Phillips and Ormonu v. 
Holland, Ell & 111. 102 and lOi) : "If 
the maater personally interferea or 
chooses incompetent servants, he is 
liable." 

In Wilaon v. Merry : "The master is 
bound (when not personjlly auporintoud- 
ing tho work) to select proper and coinpo- 
tont por-Hona and furnian them with ade- 
quate materials and reaources for tho 
work." / 

Thia duty, from tho evidence, wna not 
performed in this case. Tho jury found 
tho ledger plank broke and the cross- 
plank broke. Although Gabriel, as an 
extra precaution, had put another plank 
on the Thursday, yet on Friday when lio 
found the additional plank taken off, ho 
waa entitled to go on believing in tho 
faith of the common law that one ledger 
plank in making the scaffold waa a 
performmce of tlio master's duty, and 
thero was nothing to show that Gabnol 
voluntiirilj' asaumed tho riak. 

The jury find defectiv'o matori il and in- 
competent co-servants. If Knapp ex- 
amined the plank, and pronounced it all 
right — aa ia in evidence — that ahowa ho 
waa incoinpetont. 

Ill allowing tho mon to change from 
two double cidas-planks to two ainglo onoa 
when the work waa getting hut, without 
a word or challenge, when it is in ovi- 
donco that double crosa-planks were ne- 
necosaary for aafety, that also proves in- 
competence. 

It ia in ovideiice that while Meahor was 
there on the Tliur.sday night only one led- 
ger plank had been supplied. 

It is al.so in cviilence that dofondaut 
conaidered double lodger planka were ne- 
cessary. If so, supplying with one ledger 
])laiik when two were necessary was neg- 
ligoiice. 

Thomas v. Qualicum fl Q. B., aaya more 
knowledgo of riak is not suflicient to 
establish a workman's liability. 

And there is no case extant, at all 
events none was advanced on the ))iirt of 
the defendant, to sustain hia cuuiisers 
contention that notwithstanding the duty 
of the master, it was a duty of the scrv 
ant to look about and see there was sufli 
cient material on v.ain of being liable for 
contributory negligence. No workman 
would engage to work on such terms, and 
aharo a duty which the law particularly 
tkrowa on the maater, and which would 
iinpodo the continuous special service 
which ho waa bound to perform. Wu 
must conaidor, thoroforo, the defendant 
is liable independent of tho foreman— a 
fortiori if with an incompetent foreman. 

Tlmt Knapp heard and answered Ga- 
briel's remark is distinctly aworn to. 'The 
words were heard by two witneaaoa who 
had their backs turned to him. Gabriel 
in one part of his evidence romarkod the 
facta were " cut into " his recollection. 
That Knapphad the opportunity of lioarint: 
Gabriel, 1 think may be gathered from 
hia poaitiou when answering Gabriel'a ro 
mark, close to tho door, whoiico ho could 
in a miniito or two crnas the atreet to the 
Five Sistora block, and bo there a short 
while before Brown, who did not instantly 
go, called him, to see Gabriel in agony on 
the flour. 

It is true that neither Me.slior nor 
Knapp WHS jirosent exactly at the acci- 
dent itself, but Knapp was there at tho 
door a aliort iiiuo befor'j, and then mu.st 
have gone .icroai tho strojt to the Five 
Sisters block whence ho was fetched. 

As to tho argument that plaintiff went 
on the ledger plank with a knowledge of 
tho risk ho waa undertaking, that is not 
supported by the evideuco. 

Wlien plaintiff found it in the same 



condition in which defendant placed it, 
there was nothing to ahow the danger waa 
"evident and palpable." Tho plank 
was covered with mud. Thero was no 
" assent " on tho part of Gabriel " to ac- 
cept the riak with a full appreciation of 
its extent," and therefore no liability. 

In Bartonahill Coal Co. v. Ileid, 
3 McQueen, 4 Jur. N. S. 7()7, 
when a maater oijiploya hia aorv- 
aiit;4ni'a ^tvqrlc'df -^danger; he 'is ' bound 
to exer'ciae diio care in order to have hia 
tttckie and machinery in a aafe and proper 
condition, ao aa to protect the aervant 
against unnecessary risks. This v^as a 
work of danger. 

In thia and other respects tho defend- 
ant haa failed in his duty to the plain- 
till'. 

On a review of the whole evidence I 
I have como to tho conclusion that tho 
injury waa directly caused by tlio defect 
in the lodger iilaiik, tho crn/,«i ofnisujis, 
and that the defendant had suflicient no- 
tice on Thuradaj', with his reaponaibility 
(he having auperintended tho erection) to 
make that particular plank— hideed every 
permanoiit (ledger) plank— reasonably 
safo, either by substituting another or 
iiiak ing that one 80 safe as lb ayoidi all 
danger from that caiiao. It wan hia duty 
to do so, and hia negligence that it was 
not done. 

With this nogliconco predominant on 
Friday aa well as 'Thuraday — it might be 
called careleaaneas, but I am obliged to 
clothe it in legal language — I do not con- 
aider under all the circumstances of the 
case and the proaaure that waa brought 
to boar on the plaintiff to go on that it 
waa tho caao of tho nogiigoiico of ono 
aervant cauaing injury to another, al- 
though what happened went to ahow in- 
conipoteiice, and so indirectly related 
back on tho maater. 

Nor was there under the pressure of 
surrounding circuutstancea auch a " full 
knowledge, assent to, or appreciation of 
tho extent of the risk," aa to make tho 
plaintiff liab'o for contributory negli- 
gence, and 80 relieve the defendant from 
liability. 

I havo carefully throughout excluded 
any conaidoration of the injury Buffered, 
aa from tho first I havo emphatically de- 
clared that waa not, except aa to damage?, 
to be any factor in the decision. I con- 
aider that the verdict of the jury ia the 
correct one ; and thoy alone aro tho tri- 
bunal to aettlo tho amount of diimaces, 
unless they wore excessive or markedly 
urreaaonable. lam compelled, therefore, 
to give judgment for the plaintiff and for 
the amount of the verdict, and the uaual 
accompaniment — coats.

The Philosophic William Meets a 
Fellow Editor Who Dilates on 
That Auiiiial. 

Nye's Huuter Who Feared llauy 
Tlilnga-When the: Oow Will

Last wook we mot an educator of the 
horso and the author of a v/ork on " Pre- 
paratory Education of tho Tlorao." Ho 
gave me one for review. Ho claims that 
very few horses, especially iti Americii, 
have proper oducationul fiicilitica, and 
many thtit thoy do havo remain unim- 
proved. •' It is a common oxperienco to 
find," says ho, " horsoB of great iiitollec- 
tual capacity, yot middle aged aud disap- 
pointed. Too many have left the coun- 
try and gradually drifted toward the great 
cities, OB])eoinlly Now York, i\-Iiich hns 
[.'ivon more work for horses in atreob car 
and Fifth avenue stage lino circles than 
aiiywhoro else, bucauau alio haa been tho 
lust to adopt mechanical luothoda for 
pulling street rolling stock. All the 
country villages have had eleotrio cars for 
years and years, and ao tho country 
horses, with swelling bosoms and swollen 
heads, have gone to New York, ivliorc 
they havo suU'ered on in silence, but too 
proud to return. 

Somotimea an American liorse is nblo 
to go abroad to linish hia education, but 
very rarely. To travel and see America 
is tho privilege also of but few. There 
aro horsos that havo seen all of life in 
Australia and liuropo, crossing tiio conti- 
nent of Ainoricii afterward." 

The doctor regrets that tho education 
tif the horse has been so sadly neglected, 
and that the "solf made or eelf oduciitetl 
horse is tho rule rathor than tho oxcop- 
tion. 

For some years tho doctor, who is a 
votorinary surgeon, has ocoupied a chair 
in the llnrso College for Diseases of the 
Eye and lOir. He ia a Welaliman by 
birth and liaa imjmrted many .Shetland 
]Hjniea to this country. He haa also 
bnnight over many beautiful, sleek, con- 
tralto jacks to this country from Spain. 
They aro held in high esteem by tlio peo- 
])le of Spain and aro cnllod ministers. 
This is no joke, but a living fact and not 
intended to reflect upon the clergy. (To 
tho Editor— I'robahly this is too true for 
publication.) 

Tho doctor says that ho attended a 
royal bull fight at tho capital, and, though 
accustomed to sights of great sulTeriug, 
and having been through all the slaughter 
houses of Chicago and tho abattoirs of 
Paris, ho was still unprepared for tho sad 
and sickening sight. lie had cumo pro- 
pared to see tlie luat.aJors, or wliatuver 
they are, knocked about by the bull to 
the lively music of the band and liad 
hoped that one or two might be fatally 
iiijuicd, but they were not. Eighteen 
horses torn and mortally gored showed, 
however, that t!io fight had been a suc- 
cess, flow diff.-rent people are in respect 
to their pleasures and their niothoda of 
relaxation ! 

1 think we all have Homething of tlie 
bru'o in us, but not in the same w.ay. 
Somo of us aro sly and secretive like tlio 
fox — for instance, like tho detective. 1 
met one the other day whom I had seen n 
year ago for a moment. We met on tho 
corner of tho main street, in front of tho 
postollico, and he tokl nio why ho was 
there. He was on the trail of a man who 
had wrongfully taken ?10,000 in govern- 
ment b(jiid8. "I've fi.iunil him," lie said, 
"fliid now I am looking for the bonds." 

" Why don't you usk some of these 
people who ate coming for their mail ?" I 
said, with a sneer. Then I asked him if 
tho man was yet at large. 

" Oh, yea," ho saitl ; " we .-.ro watching 
Ifiui to SCO whore tho bonds are. Oh, yea; 

ou have to shadow a man sometimes for 
^t'ars. I '.vent around tho world sliadow- 
^ ng a man last year. Saw everything and 
kept him in sight alsa The bank i)aid 
the expenses without a murmur, except 
where 1 had charged the expetista of an 
engagement ring woith oOo kreulzers to 
the concern because 1 had to make love 
to tho girl in order to pump tho victim 
through his valet, who was tho girl'i 
brother. They said 400 kroutzers was all 
they could allow ou that. Hist !" he said, 
" here comes my bird now down tho 
street, with no more idea that he's my 
huckleberry than a mat) in the moon. 
(Uance at him as lie goes by, and 1 will 
look tlie otiier way." 

I did so. Ho was a fair haired young 
man, and as ho went by he gave mo a 
loud and merry wink of tho o lier eye. 

Reports say that he has once more 
eluded tho vigilance of tho detectives, 
and as tho bonds aro not registered it ia 
feared that thoy may nut bo recovered 
till next year, and possibly not at that 
time. 

The doctor says many good things 
about tho horse and how to break him of 
bid tricks. Take, for inatanco, tho ono 
of kicking and running away when tho 
tail gets over the lino. This is quite 
common, and many horses must imve 
their tails epitomized on this account. 
The mate has to go through tho same 
operation in order to match. 

All this trouble may be saved by jiut- 
ting a surcingle on the horso, and tiftor 
placing a broom handle or other round 
stick under the tail tie it by both ends 
forward to tho aureinglo, placing tho stick 
hori?:i)ntally. In ono night he is cured. 

I luvd onco a very fine horse, but ho 
had this fatal gift of kicking when some 
one dropped tho lino under his tiiil. Ho 
would liug that line with his massive tail 
and kick everything into chaos and run 
like a frightened comet with its tail over 
the dashboard. 

I got hold of this recipe and liad faith 
in it. I havo yet, but it is too much ex- 
pense to take care of tho man's family 
after he has put tho broom handle under 
tho horse's tail. 

Tlio doctor has anotlicr good euro for 
shyiiitr. It ia a general rule, too, among 
gootl horaoinen. \'j ia in substance to load 
tho horse or drive him to tho object, let 
him smell of it and put hia nose against 
it, and he will never fear it again. 

rhis is common aense, bub it must not 
bo followed too closely. T had a very 
spirited hunter once with which I 'used to 



ohase the f6:c whenever I could got ore 
thit ■\vould last me ttvo or three yours 
and conio homo to his meals. 

This hunter was a clay bank filly named 
Lady Fiiikham. She was afraid of noth- 
ing, itsoemed to mo. She would jump a 
rainbow if somebody would steady it for 
her, and I've known her to jump au oi- 
orhitant livery bill and come boiiio with- 
out a flutter of the nostril. 

But I soon discovered that she w&s 
afraid of tha boar, of which thoro wero a 
great many on my estate. Woll, now, 
how aro you going to take a sjiirited liorso 
and lead liim up to a bear and then rub 
hia noBO over tho bear ? 

You can't do it, you know. 

Then slip was always afraid of a dead 
colored man hanging to a tree so I had to 
sell her. 

Slio waK also afraid of the limiled train 
wliioh g;(ie3 past our place, hut does not 

stop there. 

Well, yen can't lead a scared liorso up 
to a limited train that is going at 00 miles 
an hour. It ia undignitiod iu tho lirst 
place, and then again tho passengers ro- 
sont it. People don't want unknown 
horses to rub their noses against their 
private cars that way. 

One of tho niosr valuable things in tho 
work ia ii recipe Cor making a cow come 
u]) at night. Bluch sorrow is felt iii otlior- 
wiso happy homes by that sad, aad (jues- 
tioii in the heart : 

"Whereis my wandering cow to-night?" 

Somo cows aro wild and gay. Tliey bo- 
como tho heads of fauiilica before their 
girlliood ia fully passed. They like still 
to spend the evening with other young 
people. Thus tlicy do not como honie 
ivhere Lliey often aujiply a fHiuily with 
milk and tlien get kicked iu tho aUiinach 
by tho friendly hiretl man. 

This ataying out of nights with gay 
companions, on the part of the cow, loads 
down to the dark and ohoerless hoof bar- 
rel. It is sad, and it has to bo stopped. 
You can stop it if you really adniiro and 
respect her. First teach her to love you 
and conio to you whenever alio wants a 
Itmip of sugar or a new ]>air of undressed 
kid gloves to eat. Win hor heart ; then 
you can be sure she will conio homo when 
I hero ia no other place open. 

Now yet her to come and hreatho her 
swoet tornado in your ear while you 
feed and pot hor. Havo prepared twu 
sLrnps tliroo inches wide inul just long 
eriongli to l>iickle around tlio knee — the 
cow's knoo. Drive tlic.ie strajis full of 
tacks, with the points juat [leiietrating 
the leather a fraction of an inch. Buckle 
them below each kiieo on tlio fore legs, 
and when she gets over her giddy even- 
ing with young friends of her own friv- 
olous stylo she will kneel down by tlio 
side of her bed for a moincr.t, as she 
should, hut alio will feel pained by the 
sharp lacks and will shake hor head and 
snort, but after awhile sho will examine 
another bed and try it. This alao will 
hurt, and she will try and get tho other 
heifers up with her to put in tho night. 
Sho will lift thoni a littio with ono horn 
and then try thein with the other, but 
they are eliimbcriiig and will only sliako 
their bends in a dreiiniy way or .swallow 
their ijuid anil shut their eyes again. 

Then tho irritated cow goes to a nearby 
tree ai d trios to ki>ock it over as sho 
utters a low iiioan. Sadl}', by and by, she 
Bays to herself: "Well, by cluni, I 
know of one place whore J can lay do'wn 
—or lie down, rather— and it; is home. 
There i.s where I ought to bo. There is 
wliere my little old wabbly calf is," and 
it is lujino. You be there ou hand to 
take oil' tho straps, and she will more 
than likuly come homo earlier than uaual 
tho following night. 

I could loll many other interesling 
things regarding tuiinial life, but space 
forbids. 

The above, however, will show that we 
should not only make hoina more at- 
tractive than any other place, but wo 
should also make all oilier places leas at- 
tractive than home. 1 know one man 
who tried thia receipt and overdid it. 
Now his cow Vfon't go away from home, 
but tiniidly remains in her rooms and has 
her meals brought (o her. 

Let us ii"b overdo a good thing. Tho 
homo should not he too alluring cvon to 
the lovod child or husband. Sonio of our 
greatest men have won their richest 
laurels by being thrust forth from the 
homo life and compelled to seek a lower 
social level, perhaps, and associate with 
people who knew more.

over to you," The breops formed in lino, 
and at 2.20 o'clock tho line of procession 
wffB started. Theipunsat Fort Meyer, at 
Washington Bapracka and at tho Navy 
yards thundered out a Presidential aalvo 
when Mr. Harrison loft the White House 
and again when President Cleveland took 
the oath otf ofiioe. The vast crowds that 
patiently awaited the approach of tho Pre- 
sidential party to the reviewing stand 
in tho grounds of the White 
House will probibly never for- 
get the experiences of the day. Full 
play was afforded tho northwest wind in 
tho open spaco between tho Treasury and 
the Army and Navy buildings, and it tore 
around and about, roaring down tho ave- 
nue, picking up tho snow and carrying it 
into tho oyea, ears and nostrils, and cauaing 
tho timbors to creak until more than once 
the advanced occupants of tho I'residential 
stand wero inclined to abandon their advan- 
taReous poat. A hearty cheer greeted Pre- 
sident Clevelend'a appearance on tho re- 
viewing stand and tho ehouta redoubled aa 
he took his place in tho oonapiououa projeo 
tiou of tho structure, where he stood during 
the parade. Ho was followed by Mrs, 
Cleveland, Mrs. Stevenson, Mrs. Lament 
and other ladies who had been with the 
Presidential party all day. Tho bugl 
sounded tho forward march, the ofHcera re- 
peated the command and

ivas again taken up. Mr. Cleveland 
followeil hia own precedent in saluting only 
tho national ll vg when it passed him. Ho 
also occasionally bowed to personal and po 
litical friends in tho parado. During iho 
whole time tho parado waa p-isaing Mr. 
Cleveland stood in one position and careful- 
ly scanned the lines of marching men. Fol- 
lowing tho District of Columbia military 
came the National Guards of tho state of 
Pennsylvania, led by Governor Robert E. 
I'atison. Then came the Govornor'a troop 
and tho Sheridan troop. Mujor Gen- 
oral George Suowdon, who command- 
ed the State Guards, received tho 
enthusiastic oheers of the crowd. 
A huge white blanket was aent out ahortly 
after the procession began passing, under 
the folds of which Vice-President Stevenson 
and Chairman Barret made iheniselvi s com- 
paratively comfortable. Toivarda evening 
tho ladies of the party retired from the 
stand and did not return. The enthuhiasm 
of tho multitude in the vicinity of the re- 
viewing stand was not half vented until 
General Fitzhu(;h Lee made hia appearance 
at the head of the Third Division. The 
ovation that had been given along the route 
of tho parade apparently reached ita biabeat 
point ua he saluted the new President. 
Cheer followed oheer, and those on the 
stand with tbe President joined in the de- 
monstration with aa much ' spirit aa did 
those along the kerbstones. The last organ- 
izjition in the first grand division passed the 
reviewing stand at a qunrter paat twelve 
o'clock, exactly two hours from tho time

went by. Just at thia time a largo number 
of the Pennsylvania militiamen who had 
been withdrawn from the parade and nl- 
lowed to break ranks came down Pennsyl- 
vania avenue toword the reviewing stand, 
and, pushing through tho policemen gathered 
under Mr. CUreland, crowding the street in 
such a manner as to prevent the free 
passage of the leading organizations of the 
second grand diviaion.' The-, polios at- 
tempted to clear the street, and (era while 
there was great disorder. Fortunately, 
however, the police snceeeded in oleariug 
the line of marob, and in doing so arrested 
a soldier for alleged disorderly con- 
duct. The policemen started with 
ibeir prisoner on the run to a 
neighboring patrol wai;on. When the 
oomradea of the arreated man saw him in 
the custody of the ofucofs they made a rush 
aa if to attempt a reecue. It looked for a 
few minutca aa though a formidable riot was 
imminent, but the determined action of a 
number of policemen in keeping back tho 
crowd and the intervening lines of organi- 
zations that wero passing prevented any 
serious consequences and the prisoner was 
rushed off to the station. General Josiah 
Porter, adjutant general of tho National 
Guard of tho state of New York, with a 
numeroua and finely mounted staff, roie at 
the head of tho second grand division. The 
feature of thia diviaion, and one of the foa-' 
tures of the entire parade, was tho Tam- 
many Society of New York. Governor 
Flower and staff, who rode in carriages, 
were enthusiastically cheered all along the 
line. Immediately in the Governor'arear came 

Tammany's ciiif.ftain, 

bearing the groat banner of tho society. 
Then came Assembly District organlzitions, 
headed by their respeotivo chiefs. There 
was a prolonged break in tho procession at 
0:25, just after the Camden, N. J., had gone 
by to tho strains " Four Years More of 
Grover." The multitude around the Presi- 
dential stand imagined that the parade was 
over, and it preaaed forward, with an im- 
lietuosiiy that threatened to carry it from 
ita foundations. At the same time the 
occupants ot the rear of the stand made a 
move , downward, and in the twinkling of an 
eyo the President was the central figure of 
a veritable mob of bands ontstretohed — to 
the night and left, before and behind — and 
almoac 'before he knew what he was doing 
the .President wos using both hands to grasp 
all tho palma that wero extended to him. 
The crowd bore on tho platform with such 
force that sonio of tho niembera of tho 
reception coniiniltno became alarmed and 
ahouted " Danger I Keep back ! " Finally 
a line waa witli soiiio dithculty made, and 
Mr. Cleveland, with the Vico-Preaideut fol- 
lowing in the roiw, was escorted to the back 
of tho platform and thence throtigh tho 
fjrounda to the Executive inanaiou. The 
departuro ot the reviewing party proved, 
however, to be premature, tor iio Hoonerhud 
tho stand been cleared than more muBio was 
heard in the distance, and presently the 
Randall club, of Philadelphia, came along. 
Following the club came eevorul other con- 
tingenta, the Baltimore delegation bringing 
up the rear of the proceaaion. It was ex- 
actly seven o'clock when tho rear rank went 
by the White House and tlio procession dis- 
banded in front of the War department, the 
parade having occupied 'but .ten ininutea 
short of five hours in passing in review. -

AT SOUTHAMPTON. 

The American lilnor New York Hakes Her 
First Trip to Southampton— A Civlo 
Demonstration. 

Soi'TUAiirTON, Maroh 4. — Southampton 
made a holiday to-day. The occasion was 
the arrival of the eteamahip New York. 
The public thoroughfares, public huildinga, 
commercial houses nud shipping wore all 
decorated, and the streets crowded with 
holiday seekers. Immediately the vessel 
waa sighted at Hurst castle, tho American 
flag was hoisted over the Bar Gate and the 
municipal offices. Peals of woloome were 
rungout on the bells in thedifferont ohurehea, 
and a salute was fired from tho platform bat- 
tery. While all this was taking place, the 
Mayor and Corporation, accompanied by 
tho harbor board and their olEoials, the 
dircotora of the Chamber of Commerce, the 
consula and vice-consuls at the port, tho 
representatives of tho Southampton press 
and their gueata headed by tho artillery und 
volunteer band, proceeded to the docks in 
civic state and then boarded a apeoially 
chartered steamboat' and went down the 
river to moot the New York, to sail with her 
into port. The docks were thrown open 
freely to tho public, and as the 
New York,, about eight o'olock thia 
evening, waa brought up to her berth 
it. the Empresa dock, she was loud- 
ly cheered by large crowds of apeotatora, 
while rockets ahot up into the air and fire- 
works illuminated the scene. The steam- 
ship company havo hau tho dock ofiices 
placed at their disposal ponding the com- 
pletion of their new otiico. On Monday a 
subscription banquet is to be held in con- 
nection with the Now York's atrival.

RRITISII SUBJECTS NOP WANTED.

New York, Moroh 4. — The Marine En- 
gineers' Asaooiation of America are en- 
deavoring to prevent the licensing of 
British subjects as engineers on the newly 
Americaniitid fast stoamshipa Now Vork 
and Paris. Tho aaaociation raises tho point 
that the vessels being auxiliary to tho navy 
of tho United States, it is im- 
portant that tho otllcers should bo 
Ameiican citizens. They claim that 
the lato Secretary of tho Treasury, 
Mr. Foster, rendered o decision in contra- 
vention of tho statutes of the United 
States in permitting the engineers previous- 
ly upon tlieae vceaols to remain in cti-irgo 
upon simply filing declarations of thair in- 
tention to become citiz-ins. The association 
has retained the services of Mr. George W. 
Dease, attorney and counsellor-at-law, to 
endeavor to havo the order permitting tbe 
ianuance of the licenses to Uritish suojecta 
countermanded.
